Cleveland’s Course in Upholding 
the Nation’s Credit Is Heartily In- 
dorsed—The Delegates to Chicago 
Favor the Massachusetts Man for 
President. 


Concorp, N. H., May 20.—New-Hamp- 
shire’s Democracy to-day declared for a 
gold standard, and, by its choice of dele- 
Sates, gave hearty indorsement to the 


Presidential candidacy of William E. Rus- 

sell of Massachusetts. 

The convention was a large one, and its 
membership was representative of the best 
elements of the State’s population. The 
proceedings were marked by an unwonted 
display of enthusiasm. The reading of the 
financial plank of the platform evoked ap- 
plause, and cheers greeted every mention 
of the names of. President Cleveland and 
ex-Goy. Russell, 

Harry Bingham, the veteran leader of 
the party in this State, was President of 
the convention. On taking the chair he 
said: 

The grand old historical party, the Democratic 
Party, has been resting for a season. Sentinels 
have slept on their posts, and leaders, perhaps 
for want of proper watching, have not always 
been true to their trusts. Dissensions have crept 
in. The enemy has improved its opportunities, 
and now, intoxicated with a little temporary 
success, is filling the land with its vain boast- 
ings. It is time for the United Democracy to 
Wake up, uplift its invincible arm and go forth 
once more to conquer. 

A~just system of taxation and a sound cur- 
.fency must be maintained. With those things 
made secure, there will be national prosperity. 
All legitimate industries will thrive, the laborer 
be content, the people happy, agriculture, manu- 
factures, and commerce will progress with equal 
steps, and the country take on a steady growth 
of everything that goes to build up and make a 
mighty nation. On the other hand, let ahe cur- 
reney be debased and fluctuating, or let the hard 
earnings of the people be wrung from them by 
unjust taxation, misery, discontent, and pinching 
poverty are sure to come. on the masses, while 
their life blood is being sucked up by the few 
who riot amid their country’s ruin. 

We find that to-day the selfish few are seek- 
ing, as in the past they have always sought, 
special advantages for themselves at the ex- 
pense of the great body of the’ people. The 
monopolist, manufacturing an article of public 
necessity, applies to the Government for a 
prohibitory tax on all importations of that arti- 
cie; and, having obtained it, he compels all 
consumers to pay for the thing he manufactures 
just what .he pleases to demand, and this kind 
of. legislation is styled by the advocates of 
monopoly “* Protection to American industry.”’ 

The owners of the silver mires and those who 
will be directly profited by disposing of silver 
for more than it is worth, are the leading, push- 
ing advocates for the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. The McKinleyite and the 
free silverite have a common purpose. ‘Both are 
asking the Government to aid them in robbing 
the people. 

The Democracy of New-Hampshire has a his- 
tory of which we may well be proud. God forbid 
that in the approaching Presidential campaign 
any lack .of wisdom in counsel or energy’ in 
action should cast a shadow ,on the glorious 
memories of the past. :

‘President ‘Bingham referred pleasantly 
to ex-Gov.: Russell of Massachusetts, and 
the reference was applauded loudly. 

Following the President’s address, the 
Committee on Resolutions presented the 
foliowing platform: 

We, representatives of the Democracy of New- 
Hampshire, in convention assembled, hereby: re- 
new our pledges of devotion to the principles of 
Jefferson and the long line of illustrious Dem- 
ocratic statesmen, and in reference to the vital 
Questions now. requiring determination by the 
People we declare: 

First—That under present conditions there can 

but one standard of value, and that every 
kind of currency should rest upon a gold basis 
so long as gold is the standard recognized by 
the great commercial nations of the world; and 
we heartily commend the action of President 
Cleveland in so firmly maintaining our public 
— and faith in the face of formidable oppo- 
sition. 

Second—That we favor a system of tariff taxa- 
tion so adjusted as to produce the necessary 
revenues to meet the present expenses of an hon- 
est Government, with the least possible burden 
upon,the people, and afford such incidental pro- 
tection as will meft the requirements of Amerl- 
can capital and jabor. 

Third—That the Monroe doctrine embodies our 
idea of National self-defense, and should be 
vigorously maintained. 
fourth—That the eivil and religious rights of 
2il our people, as guaranteed to them under the 
Constitution, should be sedulously guarded, and 
that no proscription on account of religion should 
be countertanced or tolerated. 

The Committee on Reorganization of the 
State Committee reported the plan adopted 
at the cawcus last night, and the recom- 
mendation to reduce the number to forty- 
one was adopted. 

‘The following were chosen delegates at 
large to the Chicago Convention: Frank 
Jones. Alvah W. Sulloway, Irving W. Drew, 
and Charles A. Sinclair. 

‘The following were elected alternates: 
Frank N. Chase of Dover, S. P. Danforth 
of Concord, F. G. Noyes of Nashua, and 
W. A. Plummer of Laconia. 

The convention resolved itself into county 
Meetings and selected the members of the 
new State Committee. They reported the 
mames back to the State Convention, after 
which adjournment was taken. 

The Second Congressional District Con- 
vention was. called to order. in the. hall 
immediately after the adjournment. Col. 
Henry O.. Kent presided. J. J. Doyle of 
Nashua and Amos N. Bilandin of Bath 
wer, elected delegates by acclamation. 
Abiather Richards of Newport and George 
E. Bales of Wilton were chosen alter- 
mates. 

‘The First District Convention will meet 
Portsmouth to-morrow, when it is prob- 

able that Gorddn Woodbury of The Man- 
chester Union and Col. Charles H. Dow 
of-Tanworth will be elected delegates.

NEW-YORK, 
TILLIE LOCH’S BURNS FATAL. 


She Lay Blazing on a Fire Escape in 
Sight of Unnerved Neighbors, 


Tillie Loch, nineteen years old, of 183 
West Sixty-third Street, was fatally burned 
yesterday afternoon in her home. Her hair 
was singed off, and nearly every part of 
her face and body was burned. She was 
taken to.Roosevelt Hospital, where she 
died last night. 4 

The girl lived with her sister, Mrs. Ernest 
Schotte, on the top or fifth floor. She is 
visiting from Chicago, and has been here 
two months, expecting to stay all Sum- 
mer. She and her sister were ironing yes- 
terday. They and Mrs. Schotte’s fourteen- 
month-old child were the only ones at home. 
The child slept,in the front room, the two 
women doing their ironing in the kitchen 
in the rear part of the house. 

They were using a gas stove for heating 
their irons and had placed it on the floor 
near the range. Miss Loch took one of the 
irons off the stove and turned around to re- 
turn to the ironing board. Her turning 
caused her dress to swing over one of the 
three burners, and the light cloth caught 
fire. 

Her sister tore off part of the blazing 
dress, and in doing so burned her arms. 
She ran into a bedroom to procure a com- 


fortable. The girl, however, grew frantic 
at the pain, and opening the door leading 
to the hallway, rushed out and began to 
pound on the door of Mrs. Thomas A. Dris- 
coll, who lives in the opposite tenement. 

All this time she screamed “ Fire!’”’ Mrs. 
Driscoll heard the noise and saw the re- 
flection of the flames shining through the 
transom. Thinking the hoyse was afire 
and that the person on the" other side of 
the door was warning her to save herself, 
Mrs. Driscoll ran out on the fire escape in 
the rear of the house. From that she de- 
scended to the second floor and escaped 
through a tenant’s rooms to ‘the street. 

Miss Loch, being unable to get into Mrs. 
Driscoll’s apartments by the door, rushed 
into her own room again and climbed out 
on the fire escape. She crossed to Mrs. 
Driscoll’s window and was about to enter 
when she fainted. All the while her cloth- 
ing was burning. She had set fire to sev- 
eral pieces of clothing in running through 
her sister’s kitchen, and as she lay burning 
on the fire escape the curtain of. Mrs. 
Driscoll’s window caught fire. 

Miss Loch, Mrs. Driscoll, and Mrs. Schotte 
had all the while been screaming frantic- 
ally. They alarmed the tenants of the 
house as well as of the adjoining houses. 
Many persons looked out of the windows 
and saw Miss J.och burning on the fire 
escape. The sight so unnerved the spec- 
tators that only one thought of rfiimning to 
her assistance. This was Mrs. Sarah Par- 
ant, who lives on the second floor of 179 
West Sixty-third Street. She hurried into 
the street, up five flights of stairs, and into 
Mrs. Driscoll’s rooms. She wrapped Miss 
Loch in a rug and extinguished the flames. 
The girl’s body and face were black from 
the fire. She was carried into Mrs. Dris- 
coll’s apartments, her sister fainting as 
the unconscious girl was taken into the 
room. 

The fire in Mrs. Driscoll’s apartments was 
quickly extinguished. The damage there 
was about $100. Mrs. Schotte’s loss is only 
25. 





WATERSPOUTS ON EVERY SIDE. 


Barkentine Edith Sheraton Narrowly 
Escaped Being Engulfed. 


Capt: James Mitchell of the British ‘bark- 
entine Edith Sheraton, failing from Shel- 
burne, N. S.,. which arrived at this port 
yesterday morning, from Macoris, San Do- 
mingo, with. a> cargo of sugar,  congratu- 
lated himself on an exceedingly narrow es- 
cape which ‘he and his vessel had from be- 
ing engulfed by waterspouts. The vessel 
was beset by a multiplicity of waterspouts 
last Sunday off Cape Hatteras, and Capt. 
Mitchell and his crew were kept busy for 
an hour dodging them. Two of the“water- 
spouts passed so.close to the vessel that 
it seemed a miracle she was not over- 
whelmed, 

The encounter with the waterspouts was 
at 8 o’clock on the morning of May 17, 
when the Sheraton was about iwenty miles 


south of Cape Hatteras. Christian Miller, 
the mate, was in charge of the deck at the 
time, and Capt. Mitchell was in the cabin 
working out his position. The mate no- 
ticed signs of. a heavy squall making up 
from the west and rapidly approaching. He 
ordered the crew to shorten sail, and all 
the sails but the lower topsails were taken 
in when the squall struck the vessel with 
great force, heeling her over. The vessel 
appeared surrounded with waterspouts. 
Mate Miller said yesterday that at one 
time there were eight or ten of them in 
sight. 

“The ocean as far as the eye could 
reach,” said Capt. Mitchell yesterday. 
“was in, a turmoil. The wind appeared 
to come fn great gusts from every point of 
the compass. There were small and large 
waterspouts in every direction. I have 
seen waterspouts before,. but never such 
large ones and in such great number. At 
one time two immense waterspouts bore 
down'on us, one forward and the other 
astern. The latter was in the shape of an 
immense cone and looked to me to be a 
1,000 feet high. It passed within a hun- 
dred yards of our stern without doing any 
damage. The other waterspout passed for- 
ward of us and appeared as though it 
grazed our jibboom. 

** Suddenly the wind died out and the ‘sea 
became calm. We made sail and were soon 
on our course. We had not sustained any 
damage. 

** We had another exciting experic¢ce yes- 
terday afternoon. When half way be- 
tween Barnegat. and the Highlands we were 
struck by a squall which was the heaviest 
I had ever experienced on this coast. Be- 
fore we could clew up the sails they were 
blown out of the clewlines and buntlines 
and torn to ribbons. We lost nearly a 
whole suit of sails.” 


TRAMPS ATTACK TRAINMEN, 





Try ‘to Board an Erie Freight Train 
at the Jersey City Tunnel. 


The Sergeant in charge of the Oakland 
Avenue Police Station, Jersey City, was no- 
tified at 1 o’clock yesterday morning that 
a crowd,of tramps who had congregated at 
the eastern end of the Erie tunnel, were 
engaged in a fight, and it was feared that, 
they would do some damage to the railroad 
property. 

A squad of officers was sent to the place, 
and on their arrival the tramps dispersed, 
some of them taking refuge in the tunnel. 
Just then a freight train approached. As 
it slowed down before entering the tunnel, 
according to the rules of the road, several 
of the tramps boarded the train in an ef- 
fort to get away from the police. “The 
trainmen undertook to drive them off; but 
the tramps resisted stoutly, and the police 
were 6bliged to go to the aid of the train- 
men. , 

One of the tramps drew a revolver and 
began firing at the trainmen and police. 
Officers and trainmen returned the fire. 

After the tramps had been put to flight 
a man who had’ been concealed in one of 
the freight cars was found with a bullet 


wound in the.calf of the left leg., It was 
at first supposed that he was one of the 
tramps. e was placed under arrest, and 
with two of the tramps, who were afterward 
caught, was taken to the police station. 
The wounded man said he was Stephen 
Murray of 208 Broadway, South Boston,. 
Mass. He denied being a tramp, and said 
that he came to this city to look for work. 
Failing to find employment he _ went to 
Jersey City, hoping to get to Buffalo. One 
of the train hands, he said, had agreed to 
stow him in a car going to that city. For 
his service he paid the man 50 centj He 
was sent to the City Hospital, and will be 
held until the eretgnt train returns to Jer- 
sey City to-day. he police ay, that Mur-

MORTON WILL NOT RETIRE 





HIS CANDIDACY TO BE MAINTAINED 
EVEN AGAINST OPEN REVOLT. 


Warner Miller’s Declaration for Mc- 
Kinley Discussed by Mr. Platt and 
the State Leaders—It Threatens to 
Make Trouble for the Herkimer 
Chieftain and to Set the Machine 
Firmly Against His Ambition for 
Fresh Public Honors, 


ALBANY, May 20.—Ex-Senator Thomas C. 
Platt was in this city to-day in the in- 
terest of his machine. He arrived on the 
Empire State express and went at once 
to the Executive’ Chamber, where he held 
close consultation with Gov. Morton. He 


went with the Governor to luncheon at 
the Executive Mansion, and afterward had 
another session in the Capitol. 

Several other politicians were in the city 
and joined in the consultation. Among 
them were Speaker Hamilton Fish, who has 
a Gubernatorial bee: buzzing in his alpine 
hat, and Assemblyman James M. E. 
O’Grady, who has made an offensive and 
defensive alliance with Mr. Fish, by which 
he expects to become Speaker next year. 
Senator Mullin, Chairman of, the Finance 
Committee; Senator Higgins, Chairman of 
the Committee on Taxation, and Superin- 
tendent of Public Works Aldridge, who 
would like to exchange his present posi- 
tion for the Governorship, were also on 
hand, ‘ 


Mr. Platt came to the city to tell Gov. 
Morton what bills he would like to have 
signed, for one thing, and to talk over 
Greater New-York, for another. He had a 
copy of a morning newspaper, containing 
an interview with ex-Senator Warner Mill- 
er, and that was one topic, and possibly the 
most entertaining, which he discussed with 
the Governor. 

Mr. Miller, in his interview, as published, 
said that there would be “no solid delega- 
tion” from New-York State at the St. 
Louis Convention, and declared inat ‘ one- 
half the delegation from this State will 
support McKinley.” 

Mr. Platt and the Governor, so their 
friends said, did not ‘feel certain that Mr. 
Miller had been correctly quoted. If the 
Herkimer statesman shall make no retrac- 
tion or explanation or denial satisfactory 
to Mr. Platt, the Tioga man will make it 
his business to wage hot warfare from this 
time on. It was said here that M® Platt 
and the Governor took the same view of 
Mr. Miller. The Governor could not under- 
stand how a delegate under instructions 
from the State Convention could join forces 
with the ‘“‘ boomers" of another candidate. 
He thought it: very strange. 

One thing that.-may be put down as cer- 
tain is that Goy. Morton has no idea of 
getting out of the race. A story was going 


around Ps; Morning soon after Mr. Platt’s 
arrival that he had come up to talk over 
the advisability of a wit wal. The fact, 
‘that some of the: npitate officers; who want 
to bé ‘loyal’ to Gov. Morton, do not like to 
see a band wagon passing without trying to 
elimb into it,, and are said to be ready to 
follow Mr. Miller; was- brought out as one 
reason for this proposed course by the Gov- 
ernor. » " S 

‘““The Governor has.no idea of withdraw- 
ing,’’ ‘said one of his friends.- ‘‘He will 
stay in the field up to the beginning of the 
voting at St. Louis, even if he were sure 
that Warner Miller were correct, and that 
half the delegates frcm this State would 
vote for McKinley. He would remain in the 
field if he knew. there were only a dozen 
votes for him.” 

Mr. Platt’s expressions to some of his 
friends here concerning Warner Miller 
caused them to say that the Herkimer man 
is likely to find his ambition to become 
Governor or Senator, or anything else in 
the political line, seriously interfered with. 
They say that Mr. Platt will never relent, 
but there will be hostilities so long as the 
two remain in political life. In short, no 
end of trouble is predicted. \ 

Mr. Platt’s business here related in part 
to the Capitol job. There are some things 
in the wind in connection with the work on 
the big building which are likely to prove of 
importance from a political point of view, 
and Mr. Platt discussed these with Boss 
Aldridge, who is a Capitol Commissioner. 

The coming to the city to-day of Speaker 
Fish, Mr. O’Grady, and Senators Mullin 
and Higgins was more than a coincidence. 
They. were to have met the Governor to- 
morrow, that date having been arranged 
some days ago, when Gov. Morton deter- 
mined to ask them to a conference. It was 
not until yesterday, when it was certain 
that Mr. Platt was to be here to-day, that 
a hurried change was made which allowed 
the lesser lights to meet the “ boss.’’ This 
caused the talk that there was really more 
politics in Mr. Platt’s visit than he cared 
to admit.

Edward Lauterbach Adds Warnith te 
a Republican Gathering, 


The house-warming of the Republican 
Club of the Twenty-seventh. Assembly Dis- 
trict at Sixth Avenue and Forty-fourth 
Street, last night, was a much warmer af- 
fair than was anticipated. Edward Lauter- 
bach’s presence and remarks were the cause 
of the unexpected warmth. 

The Twenty-seventh District is known as 
an anti-organization district. It is John 
Sabine Smith’s and I. Albert Englehart’s 
district, and they sre McKinley and 
anti-Platt men. But these facts did not 
prevent Mr. Lauterbach’s appearance. 

When festivities were at their height, 
Mr. Lauterbach .entered the clubhouse 
amid considerable applause, and took a seat 
on the platform with Mr. Smith. Later he 
“made a specch to the enemy. 

There are 2,000 members in the new club, 
comprising every enrolled Republican in 
the district. The rooms hold about 100 
but nearly all the 
2,000 tried to crowd into them. 

Although it had been announced that Mr. 
Smith would speak, Mr. Engelhart intro- 
duced Mr. Lauterbach.’ The Chairman of 
the Republican County Committee captured 
the crowd by saying that he was glad to 
see such a lot of fun and good fellowship. 
He added that fun was about all the Re- 
publicans had had lately in this city. There 
had been, he said, plenty of this good fel- 
lowship during the past two years in the 
party, and, if the members had attained 
nothing else, that lovely paternal feeling 
was something to be proud of, He con- 
tinued: 

We have no use for wrangling among ourselves. 
We want to use our fighting powers against the 
enemy, Democracy and Tammany, and have no 
internecine quarrels. We do not want a party, 
either, where one:man thinks for us.’ We want 
no Croker. [Great applause, and a voice, ‘‘ And 
no Platt, either.’’] 

Whatever aman may be, if he is a Republican 
he is as good as any of us. 

Mr., Lauterbach went on to say that if 
the Twenty-seventh District people were on 
the other side, he hoped to get some of 
them on his side. He added: 

The fence, however, will soon {be obliterated. 
June will tell the story, and as soon as the 
question is decided, no matter who the man 
shall be to lead us, we will be found standing 
shoulder to shoulder. [{Applause.]

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CABLE CAR STRIKES HORSE CAR. 


Woman and Man Injured at Third 
Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street. 


A Third Avenue open cable car, crowded 
with passengers on their way down town, 
crashed into a Thirty-fourth Street cross- 
town car on its way east a few minutes be- 
fore 6 o’clock last evening. A woman pas- 
senger’s arm was broken and a man who 
stood on the rear platform was severely 
bruised. 

Tracks made slippery by the rain, and an 
all-but-useless brake were the ¢auses of-the 
accident. Both cars were packed to their 
utmost ‘capacity. In the cable car the 
seats were filled, and a number of passen- 
gers were standing in the aisles. The in- 
side of the horse car and the front and 
rear platforms were crowded. 

As the cable car approached Thirty- 
fourth Street, where the cross-town tracks 
cross Third Avenue at right angles, the 
gripman, John Wolf, threw open the grip 
and applied the brake, intending to stop on 
the northeast corner of the street. The 
ear wheels slid along on the siippery raiis, 
however, and before the passengers real- 
ized the danger the cable car struck the 
horse car, the driver of which, under the 
impression that the cable car would stop 
at its usual place and give him the right 
of way, was driving across the tracks. 

The Third Avenue car struck the other 
eight feet from the rear end, smashing in 
the windows and throwing the car several 
feet off the track. Its passengers were 
flung in a heap on to the further side, the 
women screaming and the men shouting. 

Mrs. Mary Flynn, the wife of a laborer 
living at 482 Third Avenue, who was sit- 
ting near the rear door in the Thirty-fourth 
Street car, was hurled against the window 
on the opposite side of the car. In her ex- 
citement she put up her left hand to shield 
her eyes from the flying glass. When she 
was assisted out of the car her arm was 
found to be broken just above the elbow 
and cut through to the bone at the shoulder 
by a piece of glass. 

Several other women were also slightly 
cut by glass from the smashed windows, 
r but were more frightened than hurt. One 
man, however, William Murphy of 404 
Eighth Avenue, who had been standing on 
the rear platform of the horse car, was 
flung to the pavement and severely bruised. 
It was several minutes before he was able 
to move, but he refused medical attend- 
ance and started for home. ‘ 

Mrs. Flynn, on being helped out of the 
car, ran along Third Avenue to her home, 
two blocks below. 

None of the passengers in the cable car 
was hurt, although the majority were bad- 
ly scared. Both cars were damaged, and 
it was nearly half an hour before the horse 
car was replaced on the tracks, and the 
cars on both lines, which had been stopped 
by the blockade, were able to resume their 
way. A policeman of the East Thirty-fifth 
Street Police Station accompanied the cable 
car to the terminus and ‘there arrested the 
gripman, on a charge of reckless driving. 
The prisoner was locked up in the station 
house and will be arraigned in the York- 
ville Police Court to-day. 


OPPOSE TROLLEY ON POST ROAD. 





Residents of Rye Want to Preserve 
Their Thoroughfares. 


Port CHESTER, N. Y., May 20.—The resi- 
dents of Rye, who have large landed inter- 
ests along the ‘Boston Post Road and ‘other 


yesterday afternoon opposed the applica- 
tion for trolley franchises from Port Ch2s- 
ter to Mamaroneck, and «to Rye Beach, 
made by the Port Chester Electric Railway 
Company. Some of the property owners 
declared that they would fight to the very 
last any attempt to invade with: surface 
railways the old Boston Post Road. 

The hearing of the application before ‘he 
Highway Commissioners for the franchise 
began in the Town Clerk’s office. The rooms 
soon became overcrowded, and it was nec- 
essary. to. change -the meeting place to 
Washington Hall. . 

Among those present in opposition to 
granting the franchise were John E. Par- 
sons, William H. Parsons, William Porter 
Allen, David Cowles, Charles P. Cowles, 
Justus Cowles, John A. Gwynne, Joseph 
Park, Samuel Hall, E. P. Whitemore, and 
Jasper Corning. Property owners came from 
Rye Neck and all parts of the town. Prop- 
erty interests- amounting. to millions of 
dollars were represented by the assemblage. 
The citizens of Port Chester were warned 
that if they desired trolley railways to 
Mamaroneck they must select some route 
other than the Boston Post Road. 

The Highway Commissioners finally ad- 
journed the meeting without answering the 
applications. Two of the three Highwiy 
Commissioners, it is said, are in favor of 
giving franchises. : ; 

Many of the residents of this village, 
which is a manufacturing place, beitieve 
that in justice to the common demands, Rye 
should be opened to trolley roads. The 
chief landholders are as firm in their be- 
lief that the splendid highways of the town 
should not be given up to the use of any 
corporation. The town oy Rye expends 
$13,000 annually on its highways outside the 
village of Port Chester, which expends $10,- 
000 a year. Joseph Park, it is said, expends 
from his private purse*an additional $7,000 
a year in keeping the highways in proper 
condition. The Rye roads are among the 
finest highways in Westchester County. 





CANNOT PARADE WITH FIREARMS. 


Ruling Against the First Regiment of 
Irish Volunteers. 


The question of the proposed parade of 
the First Regiment of Irish Volunteers on 
Memorial Day came up at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Police Commissioners. It 
was introduced by a letter received from 
Robert Gordon Butler of 168 Nassau Street 
calling attention to the fact that on May 
7 the regiment paraded in Lexington Av- 
enue,’ armed and uniformed, and that it 
intended to parade on Decoration Day. Mr. 
Butler said that under Section 147 of the 
military code both parades with arms would 
be misdemeanors. 

A letter was also received from Brig. 
Gen, Fitzgerald of the First Brigade say- 
ing that the First Regiment of Irish Vol- 
unteers had no right to parade with arms 
or to associate as a military organization. 
The First’ Regiment of Irish Volunteers 
had applied to Grand Marshal George Von 
Schack of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public asking for a place in line on Deco- 
ration Day, and he had referred the mat- 
ter to Brig. Gen. Fitzgerald. 

Commissioner Andrews said the First 
Regiment of Irish Volunteers had no right 
to parade with firearms. 

Col. Moran of the regiment was quoted 
yesterday as having said that Acting Chief 
Cortright had issued a permit for the regi- 
ment ‘to parade with arms on Decoration 
Day, but Acting Chief Cortright said the 
permit distinctly stated that the men were 
to march without firearms from Grand 
Central Palace down_ Lexington Avenue 
to Madison Square Garden. He said if 
members of the regiment appeared with 
arms the regiment would not be allowed 
to parade. 





Electricity from Lachine Rapids. 


MONTREAL, May 20.—The Lachine Rapids of 
the St. Lawrence are to be utilized for electricity. 
For some time work has been prosecuted on a 
large wing dam, which runs out for more than 
1,000 feet into the St. Lawrence River. A fall 
of water is secured by means of this dam suffi- 
cient to develop at the low-water season about 
15,000 horse power. A power house will be 
built, the basement of which will be occupied 
by water wheels. The main floor wiil contain 
the dynamos, of which there will be twelve, 
each of 1,000 horse power, They will generate a 
current for transmission to Montreal for use 
there in lighting the city, operating the street 
railroads, and for other lightipg and power pur- 
poses.

Much Wire Pulling Among calf 
Friends of the Different Candé¢- 
dates—“ Fighting Elder” McDou- 
gall on Hand and Prepured to 
Make Trouble—Questions He In- 
tends to Ask—Union Seminary and 


** Heretic ” Ministers, 


SARATOGA, N. Y., May 20.—The usual 
preliminary wire pulling and electioneering 
in the interest of the several candidates 
for Moderator of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly began to-day vigorously with the 
incoming of the Commissioners. Not to 
mention several minor aspirants for the 
honor who are barely in view above the 
horizon, there are the three expectant can- 
didates named in these dispatches several 
days ago: Dr. Monfort of Cincinnati, Dr, 
Withrow of Chicago, and Dr. Breed of Pitts- 
burg. The friends of these three men are 
working to the limits of their capacities to 
secure the honor for their candidate. Dr. 
Withrow of Chicago seems to be the fav- 


-orite candidate to-night. 


It was stated to-day that Dr. John R. 
Davies of the Fourth Avenue Church, New- 
York, would make the nominating speech 
for Dr. Withrow. Dr. Davies is a new 
man in the assembly. He came from Ty- 
rone, Penn., three years ago to fill the pul- 
pit of Dr. Howard Crosby, and he was 
counted as one of the conservative party in 
the New-York Presbytery. He owes his 
election as a Commissioner to his conserva- 
tive associates in the Assembly, and none 
was more astonished at this news than 
the New-Yorkers. Efforts are being made 
now to dissuade Dr. Davies, from this pur- 
pose. The New-York delegation met to- 
gether to labor with him. What the result 
of this may be may not develop until to- 
morrow afternoon, when the business of 
electing,a Moderator begins, for Dr. Davies 
is a‘man of few words, but great firmness. 

The friends of Drs. Monfort and Breed 
were also together to-night in a secret con- 
ference, trying to compound their differ- 
ences. In the judgment of the old cam- 
paigners here, one of these two men n.ust 
withdraw to accomplish the defeat of Dr. 
Withrow. Both men say that they are in 
the race to stay; neither is disposed to 
withdraw in the interests of the oiher. The 
conference to-night is to try to tase this 
Situation if that is possible. 

Commissioner Thomas McDougall of Cin- 
cinnati, known as the “ fighting Elder” of 
the Presbyterian Church, is here as Com- 
missioner from his Presbytery. He won this 
distinction in the trial of Dr. Briggs at 
Washington, and ably has he maintained 
it to the present day. He has plans now 
with reference to this assembly..that can- 
not be carried out in peace and quietude. 
He ‘means to’ renew his criticisms of the 
financial management: of the Home and 
Foreign Mission Boards of the Church, and 
of the real As eat speculations on Fifth 
Avenue, New-York:.-He began preparing 
for this as soon as he was chosen a Com- 
missioner. He sent to each of the boards 
a catechism, with blank spaces’ for their 
categorical answers to certain questions re- 
lating .to their investments. This cate- 
chism covers principally two transactions— 
the investment. of the funds recéived from 
the Stuart estate, one-seventh of the resid- 
uary of which: went to each board. These 
shares amount to several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and they formed the basis of 
the investment in the Presbyterian palace 
at Fifth Avenue and Twentieth Street, 
New-York, in the erection of which a debt 
of $1,500,000 was contracted. 

Mr. McDougall asked the board what 
was done with the Stuart money. Was it 
invested in the form of a loan on bond 
and mortgage? If so, what were the terms 
of interest and payment? What was the 
security, and who holds the mortgage? Or 
was the investment on warranty deed? In 
that case, where is the deed? 

Mr. McDougall further asks concerning a 
sum of $125,000 drawn from the Stuart es- 
tate several years ago by the two boards 
to meet current expenses, He points to the 
Treasurers’ reports of that year showilg 
such items and calls attention to the fact 
that such sum was to be paid back to the 
Stuart fund. Was that sum so paid back? 
is his question, and if paid back, how has 
it been invested? 

It was learned here to-day that the Union 
Seminary Directors had added ‘the Rey. 
Henry Preserved Smith to the Faculty. 
Dr. Smith, like Dr. Briggs, is a condemned 
heretic, having been tried, convicted, and 
suspended from the Church for heretical 
opinions at the Saratoga Assembly, in 1894. 
Dr. Smith is to deliver a course of lectures 
at the seminary on some theological theme 
during the coming Winter. Dr. Briggs is to 
have a vacation of a year, beginning with 
Christmas, 1896, and Dr. Smith, it is said, 
is to take his place. There is no one here 
authorized to speak for Union Seminary, 
except the Librarian, who happens to be in 
Saratoga at this time. He said: 

“It is true that Dr. Briggs is to go 
abroad for a year; it is also true that Dr. 
Smith is down for a course of lectures, but 
I cannot say that Dr. Smith is or is not to 
take the place of Dr. Briggs during his 
absence.” 

Report comes, however, from a Commis- 
sioner who is in close touch with one of 
the most liberal benefactors of Union Sem- 
inary, that such is the arrangement with 
Dr. Smith. Union Seminary’s case is to 
come before this assembly in the form of 
an inquiry as to the stability of the right 
and title of that institutiun to her endow-

look into the matter. —— 

The retention of one suspended minister 
is the cause of all the trouple in the Pres- 
byterian Church, The introduction of an- 
other condemned heretic into its Faculty 
at this critical time is not calculated to 
have a soothing effect upon the rvfflea 
yy oye of bg Cotamissioners.

Withrow will fail of a majority on the 
first ballot, and then either Dr. Monfort 
or Dr. Breed will withdraw and throw his 
strength to the other.

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FORGERIES EXPOSED AFTER DEATH 


Losses and Illness Led to the Dis- 
grace of a Good Name, 


NasHvua, N. H., May 20.—Rumor has been 
quite busy within the last week in refer- 
ence to the financial affairs of the late E. 
O. Blunt, who died suddenly some four 
weeks ago. He was a prominent resident, 
held State offices of honor, and was a 
member of Gov. Smith’s Council. His 
death was sudden and his estate was found 
insolvent. He was estimated to be worth 
something like $40,000, which came to him 
through the death of his father. For some 
time he had been sick with diabetes, and 
it is thought that his illnes had affected 
his mind to that degree which led him to 
commit acts which, in the eve, of the law, 
“would be ‘accounted as forgery. Since his 
death several notes have. been made pub- 
lic which were unknown to his friends and 


family, some of which bore the indorse- 
ment of his sister, Mrs. Mary E. Holt, but 
which are pronounced forgeries. One is 
held by ex-Gov. Smith for $5,500, and the 
total indebtedness is said tc be from $8,000 
to $10,000. 

The estate, it is said, will settle at about 
80 cents on the dollar. It is intimated that 
Mr. Blunt met with heavy losses some five 
years ago in wheat speculations and that 
he also lost heavily in Western investments. 
Since that time he has endeavored to re- 
trieve his fortunes, and during his two 
years’ illness these losses so affected him 
that he did what would never have hap- 
pened if well and ‘in the full possession of 
his reasoning power. His family have the 
entire sympathy of the community. 


PANIC IN PARIS OPERA HOUSE. 





Killed 
Fatally Injured. 


Paris, May 20.—One of the counter- 
weights to the great chandelier in the Paris 
Opera House, weighing nearly half a ton, 
fell through the ceiling into the fourth gal- 
lery during a performance of “ Helle”’ this 
evering, creating a panic among the au- 
dience, many of whom made a wild rush 
for the exits, which were quickly blocked. 

The attendants and the cooler-headed of 
the spectators, however, were quickly suc- 
cessful in allaying the excitement, and the 
building was cleared; the entrances were 
closed and an examination into the disaster 
was begun. 

It was found that one lady, Mme. Chau- 
met, had been instantly killed; Mme. Senot 
was so badly injured that her recovery is 
impossible, and five other persons were less 
seriously hurt.

CLEAR COURSE FOR YACHTS. 


The President Approves of an Act to 
Prevent Crowding. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—An act approved 
by the President to-day “ to provide for the 
safety of passengers on excursion steam- 
ers”’ had its inception in the complaint 
made by Lord Dunraven of the crowding 


of the Defender-Valkyrie regatta course. 

Hereafter there will be-no opportunity for 

excursion steamers and other vessels to in- 

corenee with aquatic sports. The text of 
e act is: 


That, in order to: provide* for the safety of 
Passengers. on excursion sieamers, yachts, oars- 
men, and all craft, whether as observers or par- 
ticipants, taking part in regattas, amateur or 
professional, that may hereafter be held on 
navigable waters, the Secretary of the Treasury 
be, and he is hereby, authorized.and empowered, 
in his discretion, to detail revenue cutters to 
enforce such rules and regulations as may be 
adopted to insure the safety of passengers on 
said excursion steamers, yachts, oarsmen, and all 
eraft, whether as observers or participants tak- 
ing part in such regattas. 





WOLF SILVERMAN ACQUITTED. 


Jury Fails to Find that He Defrauded 
the Insurance Company. 


After two hours’ deliberation, the jury 
in tha case of Wolf Silverman, brought in 
a verdict of “‘ not guijlty.’””’ He was charged 
with attempting to defraud the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company by securing a pol- 
icy on his wife while she was dying of 
corsumption, and with having substituted 
a healthy woman for his wife at the med- 
ical examination.

SCHOOL BOARD DIVIDED 





MR, JASPER’S FRIENDS WEAKEN ON 
THE SUPERINTENDENCY.

But They Succeed in Having a Dee- 
laration Made in Favor of the Ap- 


pointment of a Supervisor of 


Pedagogy — The Supporters of 


President Gilman of Johns Hop- 


kins Vote Against the Proposition 
—The Election Next Week. 


The Board of Education, yesterday after- 
noon, by a vote of 12 to 8 expressed its ap- 
proval of the appointment of a Supervisor 
of Pedagogy in the public schools of the 
city, and in doing so carried out the com- 


promise plan told of in THE NEw-YoRK 
TIMES of May 13, when several members of 
the board indicated a willingness, if not a 
desire, to retain City Superintendent John 
Jasper in an administrative position. 

The Commissioners also decided to poste 
pone until a week from to-day at 4 P. M. 
the election of a City Superintendent. 

The vote of yesterday indicated a weake 
ening on the part of Mr. Jasper’s supporte- 
ers for the City Superintendency. The 
twelve votes for the adoption of the reso- 
lution approving the division of the duties 
now performed by the Superintendent were 
those of Mr. Jasper’s friends, who showed 
their strength without taking advantage of 

It seemed to be the general opinion of 
members after the meeting that President 
Daniel Coit Gilman of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity will be the real head of the school 
department, and that John Jasper, because 
of his, intimate knowledge of the system, 
will be retained as an administrative officer. 
The resolutions were as follows: 

Whereas, It is provided is Section 3 of the new 
school bill that this board may appoint ‘‘ such 
| Supervisors of special branches and as many 
assistant clerks and other officers for the trans- 
action of the business of the board as may be 
necessary,” and 

Whereas, The Corporation Counsel has given 
his legal opinion that under said provision the 
board may, if it pleases so to do, appoint a 
Supervisor or General Supervisor of Pedagogy 
and kindred subjects in the schools, 

Resolved, That this board approves the ap- 
pointment of such an officer at a_ sufficiently 
high salary to secure the best services attain- 
able, and 

Resolved, That this matter be referred to the 
Special Committee on By-laws to define the 
duties of such officer and -report their plan to 
the board for its action thereupon. 


The opposition to the adoption of the 
resolutions was headed by Commissioners 
Prentiss and Hubbell, and all their points 
were made.against the resolution, which 
provided for the definition of the duties of 
a Supervisor of Pedagogy. First an at- 
tempt was made to have the resolutions 
laid on the table. This failed and the res- 
olutions were adopted, the division of Com- 
missioners being as follows: 

Affirmative—Commissioners Beneville, 
Hunt, Hurlbut, Kelly, Ketchum, Little, 
Sweeney, Strauss, Van Arsdale, Wehrum, 
Président Maclay—12. 

Negative—Commissioners. ..Adams, 
Hubbell, Mack, Meirowitz, Peaslee, 
Rogers—8. 

Commissioner Van Arsdale wanted the 
vote for'a City Superintendent taken yes- 
terday, and he made a motion to that effect 
as soon as the minor business of the board 
had been transacted. 

The public part of the meeting 
at that time was crowded, and 
and women stood in the three door- 
ways and in the adjoining offices. Most 
of those in the crowd were teachers, 
and the presence of their chief rulers had na 
deterrent effects upon the manifestation cf 
their opinions as to the merits of a Com- 


missioner’s argument. They laughed at sal- 
lies and applauded points regardless.of the 
frequent use of his gavel by President Mac- 


ay. 

The President did not wait for the second- 
ing of Mr. Van Arsdale’s motion, but said: 

“T have been asked by several members 
of the board that the matter of the election 
of a Superintendent be deferred for a week. 

“IT know we all want to talk on the 
subject, and we want time for our talking. 
I therefore suggest that we meet and have 
the election one week from to-day at 4:36 
o’clock.”’ 5 

Commissioner Hunt announced that he 
was going West on business and would 
be unable to attend a meeting until next 
Thursday. : 

“It would be difficult,’’ said Commissioner 
Strauss, ‘‘ to oppose the courteous sugges- 
tion of the President. I should much pre- 
fer to act to-day, but I move that we defer 
the matter until next Thursday.” 

Commissioner Peaslee seconded the mo- 
tion, and in doing so started.the first of 
a series of mild conflicts. 

“TI second the motion,’ he said, “and 
give notice that at the next meeting the 
name of Daniel C. Gilman, President of 
Johns Hopkins University, will be placed 
in nomination for the office of City Super- 
intendent, and with his knowledge and 
consent.” 

This brought Mr. Strauss quickly inte 
action. ‘“‘Does the gentleman want the 
nomination of Mr. Gilman to be put on 
the record?”’ he asked. “It is barely pos- 
sible, you know, that Mr. Gilman might 
fail of election, and then he weuld not 
like this prematureness.” 

The teachers laughed and applauded. Ii 
was almost unanimously decided to post- 
pone the election until 4 o’clock next 
Thursday. 

Commissioner Beneville said he had hoped 
he would have the pleasure of voting for 
Mr. Jasper without delay. “I have, Mr. 
President,” he continued, ‘‘ the opiinon of 
the Corporation Counsel on 2 question 
asked by yourself.”’ 

The question was as to whether the board 
had the power to appoint supervisors of 
particular branches in the educational sys- 
tem, and of the entire system. The answer 
of the Corporation Counsel, as the reso- 
lutions show, was affirmative. 

After the reading of the opinion, Mr. 
Beneville announced that in answer to a 
telegraphic query as to whether he would 
accept the Directorship of New-York City 
public education, President Gilman had 
replied that he would give careful consider- 
ation to the invitation. Then Mr. Bene- 
ville presented the resolutions. 

Commissioner Hubbell was on his feet the 
secoad the reading of the resolutions had 
been finished. ~ 

“Tt seems to meé,”’ he said, “that this 
quite forestalls the policy of the gentleman 
who may be called to take charge of our 
school system. I hope that, whatever of 
merit there may be in these resolutions, no 
action will be taken until we have decided 
who is to stand at the head of our educa- 
tional system for the next six years.” 

“The resolutions should stand over,’”’ said 
Mr. Prentiss. ‘‘ The outline of the duties of 
the office mentioned might be very different, 
according as one man or another should be 
ut in charge of the department.” 

‘“‘T think it is for us to say what shall be 
done for us by anybody we employ,’ re- 
torted Mr. Beneville, and the teachers ap- 
plauded. ‘ 

*“T think,’”’ he continued, ‘‘ that before we 
act at all regarding Mr. Gilman, it is essen- 
tial that we should put ourselves in com- 
munication with him and nnd out just what 
he expects to do, and what he wants for a 
salary.” ; 

Mr. Hubbell at this stage tried to stifle 
the resolutions by declaring that if three 
Commissioners objected the matter would 
have to go to a committee. Mr. Strauss 
replied. : 

“I think,” he said, ‘“‘ Mr. Hubbell is act- 
ing through mistaken zeal. His rule con- 
cerns only matters referrable to standing 
committees. He cannot get two friends to 
help him stop the consideration by this 
board of matters of public interest. 

‘Commissioner Beneville’s proposition is 
most sensible. It meets a contingency. We 
are not proposing to fill a — without 
knowing something definite about what we 
are doing. It would be very disappointing 
for us if, after we had filled this office and 
made public the news of the appointment, 
we could not agree as to terms with the 
man we ned chosen. It behooves us to 
‘pe businesslike.””

Trustees and Faculty of Johns Hop- 
kins Want Him There. 


BALTIMORE, May 20.—The Trustees and 
Faculty of the Johns Hopkins University 
and Baltimoreans generally were greatly 
surprised by the publication to-day of a 
report that President Gilman's name was 
peing used in connection with the position 
of City Superintendent of Schools in New- 
York. ; 

Dr. Gilman was in Washington when ihe 
gtory reached here, attending a meeting 
of the Venezuelan Commission, cf which 
he is a member. In his absence, the Trust- 
ees of Johns Hopkins University pro- 
nounced the report without foundation. 
They asserted that the New-York School 
Superintendency is a small matter as com- 
pared with the Presidency of Johns Hop- 
kins University, and that a New-York of- 
fer, by whatever pecuniary inducements it 
night be accompanied, would have no at- 
traction for Dr. Gilman. R 

Luter in the day Dr. Gilman returnea to 
Baltimore, and threw the university Trust- 
ees into deep commotion by admitting that 
he-had some correspondence with certain 
members of the New-York Board of Edu- 
cation. He added that, in his opinion, the 
opportunity now open in New-York was one 
of the most extraordinary that has occurred 
in the history of the country. 

The use of Dr. Gilman’s name appears 
to have, been due’ solely to the circum- 
stances that at this particular juncture, 
with the new education law just passec, 
the headship of the schools of Greater New- 
York would afford an opportunity of almost 
incalculable service to the system of public- 
school education throughout the United 
States. But, even so, Mr. Gilman’s friends 
will make every effort to keep him at the 
head of the university he has built up, and 
which is the object of hig pride and devo- 
tion.

Mutual Funds Have 
as Dividends. 


A Charge that 
Been Paid Out 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 20.—Insurance 
Commissioner Betts of this State to-day 
served a writ upon the Aetna Life Insur- 
ance Company of this city, calling the 
company into court under the charge that 
its dividends to stockholders are improp- 
erly derived from the mutual department, 


and that the money should not be so di- 


verted. 

The original capital was $150,000, which 
has been increased by capitalizing profits 
to $1.750,000, on which 10 per cent. a year 
is. paid. The Commissioner holds that 6 
per cent. upon the original $150,000 of 
capital should be the limit of dividends. 
He asks for a stopping of further dividends 


to’ stockholders and for an accounting to 
the mutual department. 

He says that in 1865-6-7 the sum of $141,- 
411 was taken from the mutual depart- 
ment as a special commission, and never 
returned, and that up to 1878 upward of 
$3,000,000 of assets were transferred from 
the mutual to the stock department, ond 
substantially the same amount since 1578. 
The profits on those transfers he declarcs 
to’ be largely in excess of $1,000, 

Ex-Gov. Bulkeley, President of 
pany,.hclds that the course of the Direct- 
ors has been legal and sanctioned by the 
Legislature, and he will contest the case 
in the courts. 

There is nothing in the litigation threat- 
ening the interests of the insured. It is a 
question of profits received by stockholders, 
which the Commissioner intends shall be 
returned to the insured.

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REPLY TO JUSTICE PRYOR 





POLICE BOARD DEFENDS ITS USE OF 
MONEY TO GET EVIDENCE. 


If Long Established and Successful 
Methods Are Illegal, Then Vice 
Will Flourish in New-York, Say 
Commissioners Roosevelt and An- 
drews—Record of Convictions Evi- 
dence of Efficiency—Capt. Killilea 
to Return to Duty. 


President Roosevelt and Treasurer An- 
drews of the Board of Police gave out for 
publication yesterday a long statement in 
reply to the remarks of Justice Pryor in 
the Supreme Court Tuesday in the manda- 


mus proceedings to compel Controller 
Fitch to transfer certain sums of money 
to the contingent fund of the Police De- 
partment to reimburse policemen for money 
paid out in obtaining evidence against dis- 
orderly houses and violators of the Excise 
and other laws, and for contingent ex- 
penses of the department. 

Justice Pryor said that some of the bills 
audited by the Police Commissioners in this 
connection were monstrous and illegal. 
The Commissioners say thatif the conten- 
tion of the representative of the Controller; 
that the Police Commissioners had not 
the authority to incur the liabilities sought 
to be liquidated, is held to be correct, then 
the department is absolutely without the 
power to regulaté or control in any man- 
ner disorderly houses in this city, which is 
their duty under the law. 

The expenditures covered by the amount 
for which the transfer is requested were 
made in September, October, November, 
and December, 1895. The disbursements 
for obtaining evidence against disorderly 
houses amounted to $2,057.80 out of the 
total amount of $0,416.53. The rest of the 
money was spent in obtaining evidence 
against violators of the excise law, against 


the keepers of bucket shops, poolrooms, 
policy snops, and for the expenses of de- 
tectives sent to other cities; also for pho- 
tographing criminals, meals for prisoners, 
for telephone service, and for ice, cartage. 
and other miscellaneous expenses. 

During the year ending May, 1896, 403 
convictions of keepers of disorderly houses 
were obtained, as against 172 the year pre- 
vious, and the convictions of keepers of 
gambling houses was also largely increased. 
On account of the delay in paying the 
bills _in this connection, the department, 
the Commissioners say, has been seriously 
crippled, and if money cannot be expended 
in Obtaining evidence against disorderly 
houses, then. practically such houses are 
beyond restraint. In pursuing this course 
of securing evidence, the Commissioners 
Say they are following old established 
methods, which are the only ones that can 
be successfully carried out. Transfers, 

yhen needed, have invariably been made 
ih the past without objection. 

In the statement the great improvement 
which has followed the conviction of keep- 
ers of disorderly houses is pointed out, and, 
in conclusion, the Commissioners gay: 

If the courts decide that it was illegal and im- 
proper to get testimony against disorderly houses 
as the commission now gets it, and as it always 
must be procured by any board honestly striving 
to suppress the evil, the result of-their decision 
will be that New-York will be open to a traffick- 
ing. in vice more barefaced than in any city in 
the civilized world, and until such a decision is 
made the board must certainly continue to do in 
the future as it has in the past, and to war reso- 
lutely against this evil, precisely as it wars 
against other evils—that is, by procuring the 
only evidence which can secure a conviction of 
the wrongdoer. The courts say to us now in case 
after case that we can only secure convictions 
by the production of ‘testimony of this kind, and 
it is hardly to be supposed that the courts will 
turn around and say that we shall not produce 
the only evidence upon which conyittion can be 
iaa, 

Commissioner Parker did not concur with 
Messrs. Roosevelt and. Andrews in issuin 
the statement, While indorsing the posi- 
tion taken by them, he deemed it inadvisable 
to make the statement public at this time. 
Commissioner Grant fully agreed, however 
with Messrs. Roosevelt and Andrews.”

He said that 
about 100,000 persons are arrested every 
year, and to feed them all would be a eat 
expense to the department, and would re- 
quire an increased appropriation. It had 
been the custom in the department to feed 
only prisoners who, after arraignment in 
court, had been remanded to the station 
house, and in all hig thirty years’ experi- 
ence he had not heard of a single case 
where a prisoner was not provided with 
needed food either by the doorman or offi- 
cer in charge of the police station. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said that it would cost $40,-

COWPERTHWAIT’S 


But the Police of Buffalo Pince No 
Faith in Her Story. 


BuFFALo, May 20.-A Buffalo paper’ to- 
day publishes in full the confession of Min- 
nie Allen, the Waupun, (Wis.,) prisoner, 
who claims to have killed Montgomery 
Gibbs, the young lawyer for whose murder 
Sadie and Clarence Robinson are confined in 
Auburn Prison. 

The woman says her true name is Minnie 
Clark Allen, and that she was born near 
Owen Sound, Ontario, in 1866. According 
to her confession, she first met Gibbs in 
Toronto in 1883, but their first meeting was 
brief. She did not see or hear from him 
again until 1885, when she received a let- 
ter. In the meantime she had run away 
with and married Richard Allen, by whom 
she had one child. Gibbs wrote to her to 
go to Cleveland and he would meet her 
there. She did so, and Gibbs and she lived 
together in that city for a short time. She 
then decided to abandon her husband, and 


she went to San Francisco. Gibbs sent 
her money at various times. She 1ext went 
to Winnipeg, and from there to Chicago, 
where Gibbs again ‘visited her. ° ; 

While in. Chicago. she gave: birth sto a 
child, of whom she alleges Gibbs was the 
father.’ Soon after, she heard that her hus- 
band had been killed in the Michigan woods, 
and she asked Gibbs to marry her, which 
he refused to do. She then determined to 
kill him unless he made her his wife, and 
she says she told of this determination to 
Farrice Beaton of Cleveland, who was con- 
nected with the Cakedonia Society there, 
and whom she met through Gibbs when 
they were in that city. 

From Chicago she went to Toronto, and 
from there to Niagara Falls, where she 
worked in a hotel, and where Gibbs fre- 
quently visited her. Again, she went West, 
where she remained until the Spring of 
1894. On April 25, of that year she came 
to Buffalo, and saw Gibbs. On Saturday, 
ae 28th, she made an appointment to meet 
Gibbs that evening on Delaware Avenue. 
They met, and she renewed her appeals to 
him to marry her, but he laughed at her. 
She then tells how Gibbs told her he al- 
Ways carried a revolver, and was not afraid 
of footpads, and how she asked to see it, 
and, snatching it from his hand, fired the 
shots which killed him. She hurried back 
to the Tifft House, where she had been 
staying, and the next day left the city, 
going to New-York. 

The woman’s story of the shooting cor- 
responds with the known facts, but the 
police say any one who had ever read about 
the murder could concoct a similar story. 
Assistant Superintendent Cussack, who has 
just returned from the Waupun Prison, 
Says the woman is a notorious thief and 
har, and a morphine “fiend” of the worst 
kind. He says he is convinced that she 
never saw Gibbs. When he asked her to 
describe Gibbs, she said he was short and 
stout, with a black mustache, whereas he 
Was over six feet in height, and never wore 
a mustache or whiskers. Mr. Cussack be’ 
Leyes the woman is insane.

Careful as to Membership and Enthu- 
siastic in Work. 


The regular monthly meeting of the East 
Side Juvenile Protective League, the pioneer 
juvenile street cleaning association of the 
city, was held in the headquarters, 26 De- 
lancey Street, yesterday. More than fifty 
boys were in attendance. 

Thére was a drill first to get the boys 
into marching order, for the part they are 
to take in the parade of the Street Clean- 
ing Department next Tuesday. The drill 
also helped to raise their enthusiasm for 
the coming meeting, though that was hardly 
necessary, and Col. Waring could not have 
outshone the young street cleaners in elo- 
quence if he had been present. 

Every member of the league must be over 
twelve years old, and an attendant of the 
public schools above the fifth class, and of 
good character. Consequently the league 
is made up of some of the brightest boys 
on the east side. The good character clause 
is one that is rigidly adhered to. Careful 
investigations are made before any one, not 
well known, is admitted. The election 
of new members was the most important 
business transacted yesterday.

With Col. Meeks, Who Comes “on In- 
surance Business.” 


Abner McKinley, brother of Major Mc- 
Kinley; and Col. Charles F. Meeks, who 
was formerly Sergeant at Arms of the 
Republican National Committee, walked 
into the Fifth Avenue Hotel, early yester- 
day afternoon:and looked around as if ex- 
pecting to meet some one there by 
apointment. Presently Wilbur F. Wake- 
man, who is Secretary of the American 
Protective Tariff League and Cornelius 
N.. Bliss’s chief lieutenant, hurried in and 
whispered to Mr. McKinley and Mr. 
Meeks. Then Abner McKinley and Col. 
Meeks each entered the elevator. Mr.

About an hour before this, William M. 
Hahn, the Republican National Committee- 
man from Ohio, had arrived at the hotel. 
He went to his room without registering. 
It was to him that Abner McKinley and 
Col. Meeks paid their visit. 

It was evidently Mr. Hahn’s purpose at 
first to conceal his presence in this city, 
but he changed his mind afterward, and 
last night he appeared in the lobby of the 
hotel and declafed that he was here on in- 
surance business with his counsel; that he 
was not here on politics at all, and would 
leave for home to-day. Mr. Hahn is Com- 
missioner of Insurance in Ohio. Not one 
of the McKinley men who have come here 
for the past six weeks has come for any- 
thing but private business, according to 
his way of putting it. 

There was a story yesterday to the effect 
that it was Mr. Hahn’s mission to assure 
the Republican bankers of this city that 
John Sherman would be made Secretary 
of the Treasury in the event’of Major Mc- 
Kinley’s election.

Populists Preparing to Merge with 
the Western Democracy. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 20.—The Popu- 
lists of Indiana make the announcement 
that within the last ten days an under- 
standing has been reached whereby the 
Populists of every State in the .Union are 
to accept the platform and candidate of 
the Chicago Convention, in case both are 
for free silver. Leading Populists, who do 
not care to have their names used at this 
time, say it is altogether likely that their 
party will be a thing of the past by Aug. 1. 

In accordance with the négotiations which 
began several months ago, the Populist 
National Convention and the convention of 
the National Silver Party have been called 
to meet in St. Louis on the same day, July 
22, two weeks after the meeting of the 
Democratic National Convention in Chicago. 

The leading Democratic advocates of free 
silver throughout the country, it is said, 
have been quietly informed that, if the 
Chicago Convention shall adopt a free-sil- 
ver plank, and nominate a candidate who 
wiil pledge himself to sign a free-coinage 
bill, if one shall come to him from Con- 
gress, the action of the convention will be 
indorsed by the two St. Louis Conventions 
and the obituary of the Populist Party and 
the National Free-Silver Party will be writ- 
ten, 

The Populist leaders here are in receipt 
of a circular letter from the Silver Party, 
which says, in part: 

If by any chance real Democracy should tri- 
umph at Chicago and a candidatte be named whose 
record justifies the confidence of the believers in 
monetary reform, that candidate will be taken at 
St. Louis without any quibbling. 

In order that the Populist Party might 
be in better condition to be received in 
the Democratic free-silver fold, representa- 
tives of the party have been traveling 
through the West and South for six weeks 
insisting that the State Conventions be 
postponed until after the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention and the conyention in 
July shall have been held, and asking, too, 
that the Populists make up their minds to 
abandon all the “isms’*’ that have stamped 
the party, and stand for the free coinage 
of silver_as the pre-eminent issue, 

It is announced that in all directions the 
plans suggested are being carried out. In 
many States there have been conferences 
between the leading free-silver Democrats, 
representatives of the National Silver Par- 
ty, and the Populists. It is said that last 
Saturday afternoon there was a meeting of 
representatives of Indiana free-silver Demo- 
crats, Populists’, and National Silver Party 
men. The representatives of the Populists 
announced in the meeting that the State 
Convention had been postponed until Au- 
gust, in order that the party might have 
the action of the Chicago Convention be- 
sete it previous to arranging for the cam- 
paign. 

The word of the Populist leaders was 
pledged that the Populists will ateandon 
their organization in the State if the Dem- 
ocratic Convention shall declare for free 
silver and send to Chicago a. solid delega- 
tion for free silver.

After a brief address by President Hunt- 
ington, new members were proposed and 
elected, as follows: Charles H. Waller. of 
Cold Spring Harbor, Long Island; H. Ty 
Emerick and. William Murdock of San 
Francisco,, Cal., and §. B. Dickinson and 
Bryan Walker of New-York. The resig- 
nation of Benjamin Wood of this city was 
accepted. 

J. BH. Gunckel, of Toledo, Ohio, read @ pa- 
per on- the late Emery Davis Potter. e 
said Mr, Potter was one of the pioneer. 
anglers of America, and taught Daniel 
Webster, Chief Justice Waite, and Henry 
Clay how to fish for trout. Mr. Potter did 
much for the welfare of the sport and the 
protection of the fish. He was. nearly 100 
years old when he: died in February. A 
committee was. appointed to draft resolu- 
tions of regret for presentation to his fam- 


ily, 

Frederick Mather read < paped on “‘ Nate 
ural Food for the Trout Fry.” He adyo-« 
cated the use of two pounds for the propa- 
gation of trout; one for pasture and the 
other for spawning. Bek. 

Edward Thompson said that trout must 
be fed well when young, or they would 
lack flesh and flavor. He advocated natur- 
al food after the. trout had reached- the 
weight of:one and one-quarter pounds. } 
exhibited some fine fry of. this season's 
growth, which had never eaten a. particle 
of artificial food. 

James Annin, Jr., of Caledonia, N. ¥., said 
that the waters of Long Island are the 
best: in the world for trout.

MEMBERS OBJECT TO THE APPLICA- 
“TION OF THE REED RULES. 


Notice Served that at the Next Session 
No Bills Will Be Passed by Unani- 
mous Consent—The McCall and 
Corliss Immigration Bills Passed 
—Canadians and Illiterate Euro- 
peans to be Debarred iu the Fat- 
ure. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Immigration will 
be restricted, if the action of the House to- 
day, by a very large majority, be approved 
by the Senate and the President. The Mc- 
Call and Corliss bills—the one aimed at a 


restriction of European immigration of ig- 
norant and undesirable classes, and the 
Corliss amendment, intended to keep out 
Canadians who have been in the habit of 
traveling back and forth between the two 
countries, were put through with such 
unanimity that the opponents of any re- 
striction were not numerous enough to 
secure 4 call of the roll on the passage of 
the bill, ; 

The session of the House at which this 
measure was disposed of was interesting 
for the row that was developed by an or- 
der reported from the Committee on Rules 
to fix a time for considering bills from the 
Committee on Labor. Chairman Walker of 
the Committee on Banking and Currency 
made a characteristically vigorous protest 
because the committee of which he is the 
head had not been given opportunity to 
pass measures of importance. It is possi- 
ble that there would not have been so 
much merriment over the spirited remarks 
of Mr. Walker if it had not been generally 
supposed that the obstinancy of the Speak- 
er for his .own banking measures had 
rendered it difficult, if not impossible, for 


his committee to offer any general bill 
+ House at an early day in the ses- 
Rian McCall bill as passed reads as foi- 

Be it enacted, That Section 1 of the act of 
March 3, 1891, in amendment of the immigra- 
tion and contract labor acts, be, and hereby is, 
amended by adding to the classes of aliens 
thereby excluded from the United States the fol- 
lowing: All male persons between sixteen and 
sixty years of age who cannot both read and 
write the English language, or some other 
language. But no parent of a person now living 
in or hereafter admitted to this country shall 
jad excluded because of his inability to read and 

rite. 

Sec. 2. That the provisions of the act of March 
3, 1898, to facilitate the enforcement of the im- 
migration and contract labor laws, shall apply to 
the persons mentioned in Section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be unlawful for any 
alien who resides or retains his home in a for- 
eign country to enter the United States for the 
purpose of engaging in any mechanical trade or 
manual labor within the borders thereof while 
residing or retaining his home in a foreign coun- 
try; provided, that the Secretary of the Treasury 
may permit aliens to come into and enter this 
country for the purpose of teaching new arts 
or industries, under such rules and regulations 
us he may provide. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, partnership, company, or corporation know- 
ingly to employ in any mechanical trade or 
manual labor in the United States any alien who 
resides or retains his home in a foreign country; 
provided, that the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to the employment of sailors, deck 
bands, or other employees of vessels of the United 
States, or railroad train hands, such as con- 
ductors, engineers, brakemen, firemen, or bag- 
gagemen, whose duties require them to pass 
over the frontier to reach the termini of their 
roads. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be unlawful for any alien 
to enter the United States, except subjects of 
the Dominion of Canada and other American 
countries, except at the places where the United 
States maintains Immigration Inspection Board. 

Sec. 6. That any violation of the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a fine not exceeding $500, or by imprison- 
ment for the term of not exceeding one year, 
or both said fine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
eretion of tne court, That all persons convicted 
under this act shall be deported to the country 
whence they came. 

The Corliss bill was agreed to—121 to 45, 
and the amended bill was passed—195 to 26. 

A record of the vote by yeas and nays 
was refused, only thirty-six members. ris- 
ing to second the demand by Mr. Fitz- 
gerald (Dem., Mass.,) therefor. The Con- 
sular Inspection bill, proposed by Mr. W. 
A. Stone, (Rep., Penn.,) was rejected—75 
to 131. He, too, was unable to get a vote 
of record. The debate on the question was 
participated in by Messrs Wilson, (Dem., 
S cC.,) and Danford, (Rep., Ohio,) in sup- 
pot of all the bills; by Messrs. McCall 
(Rep., Mass.,) and Bartholdt, Gep. 
in support of the Educational Test 
by Messrs. Mahaney, (Rep., N. Y.,) 
Hendrick, (Dem., Ky.,) against any addi- 
tional restrictions. 

The continuation of the debate Was pre- 
ceded by a sensational outbreak in the 
Republican ranks against the management 
of the majority. It was precipitated by the 
presentation of an order from the Cam- 
mittee on Rules by Mr. Henderson, (Rep., 
Jowa,) setting aside Thursday and Friday 
(private bill days under the rules) for the 
consideration of measures reported from 
the Committee on Labor. The order was 
opposed by Messrs. Walker, (Rep., Mass.;) 
Pickler, (Rep., S. D.,) Chairman of the 
Committee on Invalid Pensions, and Mahon, 
(Rer., Penn.,) Chairman of the Committee 
on War Claims, who protested against de- 
priving the House of the opportunity to 
consider and dispose of the bills on the 
private calendar 

Mr. Walker vehemently denounced the 
“Jeaders,” and asserted that their reign 
would come to an end with this Congress; 
that in the next House rules would be 
adopted by which business could be trans- 
acted in accordance therewith, or nothing 
would be done. He condemned in bitter 
terms the policy which prevented the Gov- 
ernment from paying its honest debts, de- 
nouncing it as a shame and disgrace, such 
as no other country in the world labored 
under, and asserted that the same policy 
had been pursued in all the Congresses of 
which he had been a member, by design of 
the leaders. ‘‘ Although I have been a 
member of Congress for eight years,”’ he 
dramatically exclaimed, “‘I get no more 
consideration than a dog.” 

Mr. Mahon gave notice that in the next 
session of Congress no bills would be passea 
by unanimous consent; that they must ail 
take their chances on the consideration of 
the calendars. 

Thetmanagement of the House was de- 
fended by Messrs. Cannon, (Rep., IIl.,) 
Henderson, (Rep., Iowa,) and Dalzell, (Rep., 
Penn.) While the latter was speaking Mr. 
Walker interrupted hifn to say “that dem- 
agogy won't go,’”’ whereupon Mr. Dalzell re- 
torted: “‘I will not suffer myself to be in- 
terrupted by the impudence of the gentle- 
man from Massachusetts.” 

Mr. Mahon’s motion to recommit the or- 
der with instructions to give the Committee 
on Labor’next Tuesday, instead of Friday, 
was defeated—55 to 12 nd the order as 
adopted was agreed to. 





THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Conferrees Agree on All Items but 
Two Regarding California. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The conference re- 
port on the River and Harbor bill, sub- 
mitted to-day, shows a final agreement on 
all items but the proposed deep-sea har- 
bor at Santa Monica, Cal., and the harbor 
at Wilmington, Cal. 

With respect to the contest between Santa 
Monica and San Pedro, the contention of 
the House conferrees was that if the de- 
cision of the board which it was proposed 
should be created by the Senate amend- 
ment should be in favor of San Pedro, 


then the inner harbor at San Pedro ought 
not to be permitted among the continuous 
contracts, as that would make two for that 
locality. Even it the Senate amendment 
were adopted, it would not settle definitely 
the location of the harbor, as that would 


have to be further arranged for by Con- 


gress. The House conferrees insisted that 
all’ the appropriations be stricken out and 
that a board be appointed to examine and 
survey the harbor of Santa Monica and the 
inner and outer harbor of San Pedro. 

With the exception of these two impor- 
tant ‘appropriations, the House conferrees 
have, in the main, yielded tc the amounts 
fixed in the Senate bill.

A Government’s generous 
eare for widows deprived of a husband's sup- 
port and companionship by the casualties or dis- 
abilities of war rests upon grounds which all 
must cheerfully g~pprove; but it is difficult to 
place upon these grounds the case of -his pro- 
posed’ beneficiary, who has renounced a wife’s 
relation, with all its duties and all its rights, 
and’ who by her own act placed herself beyond 
the possibility of becoming the widow of her 
soldier husband. 

If, as stated in the report of the House Com- 
mittee on this bill, the beneficiary, for some 
reason, contributed something toward the sol- 
dier’s support after her divorce, and paid the ex- 
pense of his burial, the fact stili remains that 
the soldier died in a soldiers’ home, wifeless, and 
leaving no one surviving who claimed to be his 
pine who should be allowed to profit by his 
eath.

Investigating the Civil Service. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Representative 
Grosvenor, (Rep., Ohio,) Chairman of the 
Committee on Expenditures in the Treas- 
ury Ieepartment, has offered in the House 
a resolution calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information as to the number 
of bureau officers, chiefs of division, clerks, 
and employes of every grade who were em- 
ployed in the Treasury Department on 
March 4, 1893, and who have since been 
removed or have died or have resigned; 
and the number of employes appointed dur- 
ing said period without civil service exam- 
ination, who are now covered by the orders 
of the President, extending the civil service 


regulations to the employes of the depart- 
ment. 


MADE LAWS BY GOY. MORTON. 





Thirty-two Bills Signed, Most of Them 
Referring to This City. 


ALBANY, May 20.—Gov. Morton 
signed thirty-two bills, nearly all of whic1 
affected the City of New-York. "Among 
them were Assemblyman Austin’s New-York 
City Rapid Transit law amendments, which 
were prepared by the New-York City Rapid 
Transit Commission; Assemblyman Murphy’s 
allowing the use of space under the ele- 
vated railroad stairways in New-York City 
for news stands, and Assemblyman H. T. 
Andrews’s, providing for an additional Dis- 
trict Court Judge for the district recently 
annexed to New-York City from West- 
chester County. The Governor is to appoint 


the first Judge to serve until Jan. 1, 1898. 
his successor to be elected. Among other 
bills signed were these: / 


Assemblyman O’Grady’s—Providing that the 
Mayor of the Cityof Albany, together with four per- 
sons to be appointed by the Governor, shall con- 
stitute a commission for the purpose of conduct- 
ing, managing, and directing the celebration in 
Albany on Jan. 3, 1897, of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the location of the Capitol in this 
city. Twenty-five hundred dollars is appropriated 
for the purpose out of the State Treasury. 

Assemblyman Putts’s—Providin for the furaish- 
ing aud equipment of the building in Croton Park 
for use of the Commissioner of Street Improve- 
ments of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, New-York City. 

Assemblyman Austin’s—Authorizing the ac- 
quisition of ferry and other property for ap- 
proaches to the new East River bridge in New- 
York City. 

Assemblyman A. Wilson’s—Providing for the 
acquirement of property for the improvement of 
the water front in the City of New-York be- 
tween the southerly side of East Eighteenth Street 
and southerly side of East Twenty-third Street 
upon the East River in the City of New-York. 

Senator Page’s—Transferring certain duties 
from the Sheriff to the Commissioner of Jurors 
in New-York City. 

Assemblyman Austin’'s—Authorizing New-York 
City to issue $5,000,000 additional bonds for new 
school buildings. 

Senator Page’s—Making further provision for 
the proper maintenance, care, and treatment of 
sick, infirm, and destitute persons under the 
jurisdiction and care of the Commissioners of 
Public Charities in the City of New-York, and 
appropriating $1,000,000 for additional buildings. 

Assemblyman Austin’s—Changing from eighty- 
five to seventy feet the limit as to the height of 
buildings which, shall be fire-proof. 

Assemblyman Austin’s—Prohibiting the con- 
struction of street railways in West Eighty-sev- 
enth Street and West Eighty-eighth Street. be- 
tween Central Park West and the North River, 
in the City of New-York, without the consent 
of a majority of the property owners. 

Senator Page’s—Authorizing the New-York City 
Sinking Fund Commissioners to designate a site 
on the south side of East Seventeenth Street, be- 
tween.

MAY ESCAPE TKIAL FOR MURDER.

Hewecker’s Counsel Claim a Three- 
Year Limitation. 


In the Criminal) Part of the United States 
Circuit Court yesterday, before Judge 
Brown, Henry Hewecker, a sailor, was 
charged with the murder of Henry J. Mil- 
ler, mate of the schooner Rebecca J. Moul- 
ton, while the ship was lying,in the Bay 
of Havana, Cuba, Jan. 17, 1892. Abram J. 
Rose, counsel for the accused, interposed 
a special plea that the prosecution was 
barred by the Statute of Limitations, it not 
being a willful murder and _ the prosecution 
not having been begun within three years 
of the time the crime is alleged to have 
been committed. 

At the expiration of three years’ imprison- 
men for killing a man is Cuba, Hewecker 
was claimed by and turned over to .the 
United States Government authorities for 
the murder of Milier. 

For the prosecution, Assistant United 
States District Attorney Kohler argued 
that the offense was murder and was com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of this coun- 
try, although the victim died’ in Havana 
three days after the shooting. He also ar- 
gued that the three-year clause did not af- 

ect the case, as the prisoner was, while in 
the Cuban jail, beyond the jurisdiction of 
this Government. . ‘ 

Judge Brown took the briefs from both 
sides and reserved decision,

ST. JOSEPH AND GRAND ISLAND 
~ REORGANIZATION. 


A Plan Adopted by More than Two- 
thirds of the First Mortgage Bond- 
holders — Assessments on Second 
Mortgage Incomes and on COmmon 
Stock—Voting Trust to be Formed 
-—Fixed Charges Scaled Down— 
Notes of Various Interests. 


A plan of reorganization has been adopted 
by the holders of more than two-thirds 
of the Central Trust Company’s certificates 
of deposit for first mortgage bonds of the 
St. Joseph and Grand Island Railroad. 


Some important amendments to the original 
plan were suggested by the large foreign 
holders of the securities. 

As the plan now stands, it provides for 
the issue of $4,000,000 first mortgage gold 
bonds, %5,500,000 first preferred 5 per cent. 
non-cumulative stock, $3,500,000 second pre- 
ferred 4 per cent. non-cumulative stock, 
and $4,600,000 common stock. The new 
firsts will bear interest at 2 per cent. for 
two years, 3 per cent. for three years, and 
4 per cent. thereafter, the bonds to run fifty 
years, and the first coupon to be payable 
July 1, 1897. Provision is made for an 
increase in the issue up to $5,000,000, to 
be devoted to the acquisition or construction 
of new mileage at not exceeding $6,000 
bonds per mile. The amaqunt of second pre- 
ferred stock may also be increased to 
$5,000,000 for like purposes, the limit per 
mile being $9,000. 

Control of the common stock is placed in 
the hands of a voting trust, in the inter- 
est of the first preferred stock, for five 
years. Should the first preferred stock pay 
full dividends for three consecutive years, 
the control is to rest with the first and 
second preferred stocks, and shall so con- 
tinue for three years thereafter, after which 
all stocks shall be entitled to a full and 
equal vote. The following assessments are 
provided: On second mortgage income 
bonds, 6 per cent., for which 12 per cent. 
of first preferred stock is given; on common 
stock, 4% per cent., for which 6 per cent. 
first preferred stock is given. 

The fixed annual charges of the company 
at present are 20,000. Under the reor- 
ganization the charges will be $80,000 for 
the first three years, (including charge on 
$500,000 reserved bonds;) $120,v0U0 for the 
following five years; $160,000 after eight 
years, and including 5 per cent. dividend on 


lirst preferred stock, total charges after 
sight years will be $410,000.

Chicago and West Michigan. 


Charles M. Heald, General Manager of 
the Chicago and West Michigan Railroad, 
in his annual report to the Directors calls 
attention to some of the needs of the road, 
as follows: 

“The wooden bridge over the Grand River 
at Grand Rapids should be built with an iron 
structure upon stone abutmentsand piers 


this coming year. The present structure can- 
not be kept in condition for use much long- 
er. Ten miles of new steel rail, seventy 
pounds to the yard, should be placed in 
the track during the coming year. The old 
steel released is bacly needed to increase 
the length and improve the condition of 
passing and side tracks. All new steel 
provided for the main track should be laid 
in connection with tie plates. Our experi- 
ence during the past year has demon- 
strated that tie plates will prolong the life 
of soft and hard. wood ties, and afford 
greater protection to our fast passenger 
trains upon curves and other places where 
braces have been used. 

‘“‘ New passenger statjons are required at 
St. Joseph, Benton Harbor, Zeeland, and 
White Cloud.” 


Northern Pacific in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.——The House Judi- 
ciary Committee to-day continued its hear- 
ings on the Hartman joint resolution to 
facilitate the reorganization of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company. The two 
speakers were Congressmen Hyde of Wash- 
ington and Tawney of Minnesota. Mr. Hyde 


claimed that the general interest of the 
people he represented demanded reorganiza- 
tion, although he and his personal friends 
might suffer from losses on unsecured 
claims. Notwithstanding this circumstance 
the reorganization would so promote the in- 
terests of his constituents that he felt it 
his duty to advocate the adoption of the 
resolution. 

Mr. Tawney directed his remarks princi- 
pally to that provision of the resolution 
which provides that the land east of the 
Missouri River shall be sold at a price not 
to exceed $2.50 an acre. He asked the com- 
mittee in that connection, to make such 
slight verbal amendments as oo" be neces- 
sary to effect this purpose. rom this 
point the discussion of the resolution be- 
came general and the committee adjourned 
without any conclusion being reached. 


Duscussing Railway Topics, 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—To-day’s session 
of the eighth annual convention of State 
Railroad Commissioners with the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission was devoted 
to discussing the reports which had been 
presented yesterday from various commit- 


tees. That on Government ownership was 
emphatically tabled. Additional reports 
were received upon safety appliances, 
pooling. of freights, and division of earn- 
ings. Committees were appointed to report 
at the next convention upon railway sta- 
tistics, uniform classification, railway legis- 
lation, powers, duties, and actual work 
accomplished by the several State Railroad 
Commissioners during the year, and safety 
appliances. It was decided to hold the next 
meeting in St. Louis in May, 1897. 


Vice President Webb Goes Abroad. 


H. Walter Webb, Third Vice President 
of the New-York Central Railroad, sailed 
for Europe on the steamship Teutonic yes- 
terday, accompanied by his wife. It is Mr. 
Webb’s annual custom to spend five or six 


weeks abroad in May and June in leisurely 
travel, whereby he obtains much needed 
rest, and gains renewed vigor for an ex- 
acting and arduous Summer’s work. Pres- 
ident Depew starts on his vacation trip to 
Europe soon after Mr. Webb’s return, and 
the latter is left practically alone in charge 
of the operation of the road.

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THOUGHT SHE WAS SUPERREFINED 


A Lawyer’s Story of Why Mrs. Stern- 
berger’s Marriage Was Unhappy. 


Justice Truax heard argument yester- 
day in the application of Louis Sternberger 
to have the question of the custody of his 
children, Robert S. and Maria, determined 
by the Supreme Court. Joseph H. Choate 
appeared for Mrs. Birdie S. Sternberger and 
Mr. Zabriskie for Louis Sternberger. 

The boy, Robert, is seven years old, and 
an application in habeas corpus proceedings 
was made last November by Mrs. Stern- 
berger to have him restored to her. The 
father had taken the boy away as he was 
returning home from school. The case 
was decided in Mrs, Sternherger’s favor by 
Justice Ingraham, who ordered that the boy 
be restored to his mother. The question of 
the custody of the second child, Maria, then 
came up, and the whole question of the 
custody of the children was left to a ref- 
eree, W. H. Willis. Mr. Willis reported 
that the mother should have the children. 
An arrangement was then made between 
the parties by which the father was to be 
permitted to visit the children. 

Mr. Zabriskie said that the circumstances 
of the case were peculiar. The wife of 
Louis Sternberger had not received a decree 
of separation, nor had any action been 
taken by the one against the other. She 
had simply gone from her home last No- 
vember and taken the children with her. 
Habeas corpus relief was never intended to 
cover the case of a woman who had arro- 
gated to herself a guardianship that was 
omrery to law. 

Mrs. Sternberger, he said, was the daugh- 
ter of Solomon Stern, a rich merchant in 
this city. She was a woman of considerable 
refinement, a student of philosophy, psy- 
chology, higher literature, law, and peda- 
gogy. In appearance she was very at- 
tractive. For the first three years of their 
married life she had admitted that her hus- 
band treated her with every kindness. He 
was devoted to the arts of painting and 
music. She began to express a feeling of 
disappointment after they had been mar- 
ried a year. She could not describe why 
this should be, but said her husband did 
net -understand her, as she was afflicted 
with a sense of superrefinement. 

“Mrs, Sternberger,’’ said Mr. Zabriskie, 
“began to meop a diary, in which she re- 
corded everything of a disagreeable char- 
acter which.occurred to her. No right- 
thinking woman would keep such a record. 
In this dissatisfied, inexplicable condition 
she continued until the Autumn of 1890. The 
root she had been planting then began to 
grow, and, although unpleasantness char- 
acterized t conditions which existed be- 
tween them, there had been nothing dis- 
tira or discreditable done by Mr. Busen- 

erger. 

“She determined to bring about a separa- 
tion by some means. Mr. Sternberger was 
not making sO much money, and she said 
she was tired of his two-dollar business. 
She added that she would take the children 
to Europe. Then a lawyer whom she had 
consulted wrote to Mr. Sternberger, who 
called at the lawyer’s office. There he was 
told of a number of his misdoings, and it 
Was suggested to him that a separation 
should be arranged.” 

The case was adjourned to Saturday after- 
noon. ‘

THE WHOLE ROUTE, 


Trainers Handicapped by Inability to 
School Horses over the Course—A 
Lot of Tumbles the Result of This 
Policy—Brookdale Had be 
Killed After Her Leg Was Broken 
in a Jamp—A Spirited Hurdle 


to 


Race, 


It was nothing like as successful a 
day’s sport that the New-York Steeple- 
chase Association furnished yesterday at 
Morris Park as that of a week ago. The 
two steeplechases were little short of 
farces. In that for maidens all but one 


—Marble—fell, sand one of them—Brook- 
dale—received injuries that were fatal. In 
the other chase two of the three starters 
came to grief before the course was run. 
Rodman was too good a jumper to fall, but 
he was ‘‘ hog fat’’ and in no condition to 
race against such a seasoned and good 
chaser as The Peer, one of the best cross- 
country animals in America. The Peer 
“came a cropper,” but his jockey was 
able to remount and win the race without 
being obliged to relinquish the lead he 
had taken early in the hunt. 

The public, to whom the association must 
look for support, were treated in a most 
cavalier fashion by the management. One 
week ago the price of admission was fixed 
at $1 for gentlemen and half that sum _ for 
ladies. Yesterday, without any prelim- 
inary announcement of the fact, the price 
of admission was doubled. People growled 
vigorously, as they had a right to do, for 
the association had ‘sold them 2 gold 
brick,’’ as the politicians and bunKo men 
put it. The character of the sport ceér- 
tainly did not warrant such an increase 
of admission fees, and this thing will be 
apt to operate against the management on 
future racing days, if they have any. It 
was certainly very poor business policy. 

Of the racing little can be said in praise. 
The promises of the opening day of the 
meeting were not at all fulfilled. There is 
an utterly absurd and foolish rule which 
prohibits the use of the steeplechase course 
by horses. being schooled for the sport. 
There is absolutely no sens@ or reason in 
this, It ig the sheerest nonsense to expect 
horses to run successfully over a course 
they know nothing about, unless it is the 
design of the managers to have on each 
race day such a series of acctdents as oc-~ 
curred yesterday. There is no other place 
than Morris Park in America for. the in- 
struction of jumpers over such obstacles. 
So foolish a rule could only emanate from 
brains which showed such a lack of busi- 
ness acumen as to yesterday ask the pub- 
lic to come to their races under false pre- 
tenses as to the price for admission. A 
modicum of brains mingled with a heap of 
money and much style is sometimes a good 
thing to have in a family. 

Steepiechases had better be abolished 
at once, or else the courses over which 
they are to be run opened to trainers of 
jumpers, so that their horses can have 
proper schooling, even at the expense of a 
tew dollars for returfing. Steeplechasing re- 
ceived a very black eye yesterday, because 
such a policy has not been pursued in the 
past. The Westchester Association should 
step in and either forbid steeplechasing by 
muiden horses or else compel the opening 
of the course to the jumpers for proper 
schooling. The special schooling ground 
that is provided is of no use. The course 
to be run over should be the course used 
in training. 

Tom Moore and Scud had the opening run 
over the hurdles between them, though 
there were three other starters. It was a 
preity race for a time between the pair. 
At the end Tom Moore ran away from the 
other and won rather handily. Red Cloud, 
who for a half mile acted as if he was 
going to run away from all the rest and 
opened up a big lead, collapsed so com- 
pletely at the end that he was absolutely 
last at the finish. 

Harry Payne Whitney won the first race 
of his career on the turf, with Marble, as 
the old Pisa gelding—that could not win on 
the flat at any distance or in any company 
—is now called. Marble had the Irish rider, 
Mr. Persse, in the saddle, and was further 
assisted by the fact that every other horse 
that started fell before the journey was 
half accomplished. He won by five minutes 
from Flushing, the only animal besides 
Marble that managed to crawl over the 
course. 

Jake Shipsey, the favorite for the race, 
stumbled and blundered as if he had never 
before been on a steeplechase course, which 
is possibly a fact, and was the first of the 
lot to collapse. ‘Then, after Flushing ana 
Pow Wow had falien, Brookdale went into 
sccond place. 

But at the next to the last hurdle Savage 
either fell or was thrown out of her saddle, 
and that cost Brookdale her life. With Sav- 
age unseated, the mare started down the 
field on a run home. Getting out of the 
course, she ran down into the wedge- 
shaped bit of turf that seperates the main 
track from the Eciipse course. Thus 
caught in a trap, she attempted to clear 
the high fence into the Eclipse track, 
jumped sideways, and landed so as to break 
one of her fore legs short off above the 
knee. A few minutes later, after what 
had seemed to the crowd that watched the 
sufferings of the beast, an interminable de- 
lay, a bullet sent into her brain between 
her eyes put an end to her sufferings. 

Meantime the other horses had been re- 
mounted and started for home in order to 
get the second money. Pow Wow seemed 
to have this safely, when she again fell, 
at the same hedge at which Brookdale had 
either fallen or been thrown down. She 
lay prostrate for so long a time that it was 
supposed that she, too, had been killed. 
That accident gave Flushing a chance to 
get home, get the second money, and win 
the place bets for the crowd of Long Island 
Country Club people who had backed the 
animal both ways. 

Jake Shipsey could not be induced to get 
over the sticks after Chandler had shaken 
himself together, and was led away to the 
stables. When Flushing had finished and 
gone from the track, Pow Wow, who had 
simply been stunned, was gotten to her 
feet and led away to her stable. So the 
casualties only footed up one norse killed 
and a badly shaken-up lot of jockeys. Sav- 
age, who rode Brookdale, was suspended 
for the meeting, for what reason was clear 
only to the Stewards. They may have be- 
lieved that he purposely fell out of Brook- 
dale’s saddle. 

Lander is very much of a humorist, for, 
after this farce, his band played a dirge, 
which was followed by the playing of Sul- 
livan’s “‘ Lest Chord.” 

The Peer, as has been stated, won the 
Empire Steeplechase without the least bit 
of trouble. He fell at the last Liverpool 
jump away out on the hill on the last time 
around the course, but he had such a com- 
manding lead that Brazil was able to catch 
and remount him and win very easily. Rod- 
man, in spite of his lack of condition, stood 
up all through the race, and jumped as 
beautifully as ever. But he was beaten a 
quarter of a mile. The only other starter, 
May Blossom, got a fall at the Liverpool 
jump the first time around the course. Mc- 
Inerney caught and remounted her and ran 
clear around the course to this jump again. 
There the mare refused to make the at- 
tempt to clear it, though her rider tried 
her a dozen time or more. She had finally 
to be led back to the stable and lost the 
third money, which she might have won.

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A CAMPAIGN OF FALSE PRETENSES. 


Mr. WARNER MILLER’s curious explosion 
in favor of McKINLEY may fairly be at- 
tributed to a desire to antagonize Mr. 
THomAs C. Puatr. These eminent ex- 
Senators are much opposed to each other, 
and justly so. That Mr. Puatt is for any 
person or thing is a specious argument 
for Mr. MILLER why he should be against 
it. But it is really no reason why Mr. 
MILLER should violently deny the state- 
ments of Mr. PLatt to be statements of 
fact when in truth they are. When Mr. 
PuaTT sets forth the reasons for believ- 
ing that the fluid and flabby intellect of 
McKINLEY is more likely to “jell” in 
favor of unsound money than of sound 
money, and gives chapter and verse for 
so believing, the case is not fairly met 
by the other ex-Senator with mere de- 
nunciation of the charges against Mc-

In the sound- 
money States it is represented, with 
equai assurance and authority, that it is 
the silver men who are to be swindled, 
because McKINLEY is really in favor of 
honest money. But upon both sides it is 
not merely admitted, but enthusiastical- 
ly proclaimed, that McKINLEY is going 
to deceive and betray some of his sup- 
porters. And McKINnNLry himself suffers 
this campaign of false pretenses to go on 
and hopes to reap the benefit of the nec- 
essary misunderstanding of his position 
on one side or on the other. 

It is not only a very pitiable picture of 
Republican politics that is thus present- 
ed—it is a very depressing autographic 
portrait of a pitiable politician. Neither 
McKINLEY nor anybody in his behalf has 
denied that the reason he conceals his 
opinions, if he has any, about the cur- 
*rency i§ the hope that by concealing 
them he may swindle somebody into sup- 
porting him who would not support him 
if he came out like a man and said what 
he meant.

The announcement that President GiL- 
MAN might leave Johns Hopkins to ac- 
cept the office was a surprise to every- 
body. It was a joyful surprise to those 
friends of the city schools who have been 
wearily striving to raise the educational 
system.of New-York to the standard of 
cities smaller and less rich. The Jasper 
men in the Board of Education should 
instantly have made President GILMAN 
their candidate. It was too good a 
chance to be missed—for the city and 
for them. And the great good fortune of 
getting so distinguished an educator for 
the head of th¢ school system would have 
excused everything, Even JAsPmrR would 
not have had the hardihood to reproach 
them for deserting him. 

They retreated, but awkwardly. The 
splitting up of the Superintendent’s func- 
tions merely to give JASPER something 
to do, since a more competent man must 
be put in charge of the real educational 
work, is a crude proposition which looks 
as if there were some spite in it.

THE ANNUAL EXCUSE. 


A good record needs no explanation, 
and the address issued by the Republic- 
an State Committee “pointing with 
pride”’ at the achievements of the Leg- 
islature is in the nature of an excuse 
which carries its own accusation. It is 
silent upon some of the most inexcusa- 
ble deeds of the session, like the passage 
of the Albany Police Commission bill and 
others like it, and the failure to do any- 
thing to strengthen civil service reform 
or for the prctection of eléctions from 
corrupt practices, to improve legislative 
methods, or promote better municipal 
government. 

The address is, indeed, devoted chiefly 
to defending “‘ two measures of prime im- 
portance,” one of which would have 
needed no defense if it had been properly 
dealt with, and the other of which is in- 
defensible. The Greater New-York Dill 
ought never to have been regarded as a 
party measure. It was not actually 
made so, and was not passed by Repub- 
lican votes alone, but the “ persistant 
opposition” referred to in the address 
was mainly due to the effort to make it 
cover partisan schemes. If it had been 
left in its original shape, and there had 
been no designs for establishing State 
commissions for local administration 
pending the consolidation, the opposition 
would have amounted to little. These 
designs were known, if not openly 
avowed, and they created the apprehen- 
sions which gave strength to the op- 
posing force. The Senate amendment 
which limited the time of the commis- 
sion added to the difficulty of passing 
the bill, and the fear that PLatTt would 
shape the charter legislation was almost 
the sole ground of resistance. It is still 
the one source of distrust as to what 
the commission and the next Legislature 
may do. If the bill had been left in its 
original form and supported in a 
straightforward way, with a view to se- 
curing the most compefent commission 
and the best government for the en- 
larged city, there would have been no 
trouble in passing it, and little criticism. 
The Republican majority deserves no 
credit in the matter, and is responsible 
for the lack of entire satisfaction with 
the result. 

The other measure of “prime !mpor- 
tance"’ which required explanation was 
the Raines liquor law, but no adequate 
excuse is offered for it. The three bene- 
ficial results claimed are that it created 
a State revenue, reduced the number of 
saloons, and removed the saloon from 
political influence. It created a State 
revenue by taking away from local reve- 
nues, which is not a gain in itself to 
those who pay, but it took away un- 
equally, making cities pay for the relief 
of rural communities, which is rank in- 
justice. If it results in a reduction of the 
number of saloons, the same effect could 
have been produced by a high license 
fee, or by a tax that would be retained 
for the benefit of the communities in 
which it was collected, or at any rate 
which was equitable in its operation. A 
reduction in the number of saloons could 
have been accomplished as effectually by 
a just law as by an unjust one, 

The claim that this bill ‘‘ removed the 
saloon from political influence” is ludi- 
crous in view of the fact that the main 
purpose of it was to make the liquor 
traffic the basis of a political machine 
extending over the whole State, and ex- 
ercising its influence for one party every- 





where threugh its power in enforcing the 
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how much good it will do the party that 
seeks to benefit by it remain to be seen.

CARDINAL GIBBONS’S STATEMENT. 

There is plainly fight left in the “ Great 
Catholic Church.” The letter of Cardinal 
Gipsons, which we published Tuesday, 
contains a carefully veiled and. whoelly 
decorous threat, but a threat neverthe- 
less. “ Much as I would regret,” he says, 
“the entire identification of any religious 
body as such with any political party, I 
am convinced that the members of a re- 
ligious body whose rights, civil and re- 
ligious, are attacked, will naturally and 
unanimously espouse the cause of the 
party which has the courage openly to 
avow the principles of civil and religious 
liberty accorded by the Constitution. Pa- 
tience,”” he adds, “is a virtue. But it is 
not the only virtue. When pushed too 
far it may degenerate into pusillanim- 
ity.” 

This is a statement that may come as 
a surprise to the leaders of the American 
Protective Association, who have rather 
rashly assumed that they were to do all 
the fighting, and that their “rights,” as 
they regard them, were the only rights 
involved. We do not feel free to accept 
Cardinal GrpBons’s assertion that the 
Catholic Chureh ‘“ has never used or per- 
verted its acknowledged power by seek- 
ing to make politics subserve its own ad- 
vancement.” In National affairs, that is 
true. In local affairs, it may be wholly 
true as to the action of the Church and 
its regularly constituted authorities. As 
to what has actually been done by indi- 
viduals in the interest of the Church, 
and with such assent and support as no 
one can precisely define, but which has 
been assumed, we should not like to try 
to prove that the Cardinal is strictly 
accurate. But whatever may have been 
the case in the past, we know of nc ra- 
tional man, well informed and with a 
cool head, who has any fear of the in- 
fluence either of the Catholic Church 
or of Catholics as such upon public pol- 
icy. On the other hand, it would be easy 
to show evidence of the way in which the 
spirit of the members and of those in 
authority in the Church has been very 
strongly affected and very clearly modi- 
fied by the influence of American life. 
Cardinal GIBBoNs’s own history is a long, 
interesting, and instructive volume of 
just such evidence. 

It was in the first third of the present 
century that Wi1LLIAM H. Sewarp threw 
down the gauntlet to the political an- 
cestors of the A. P. A., and declared open 
war upon proscription for religious opin- 
ion. He had a hard time of it for a 
while, but the calm courage and intrepid 
fairness with which he waged the fight 
are among his best titles to the fame of 
a statesman. Were he living to-day, his 
voice would be clear and strong in de- 
nouncing the narrowness and bigotry 
that still prevail in a portion—happily a 
small portion—of the great party he did 
so much to create. ‘ 


THE TRANSVAAL PRISONERS. 


It does not seem to be clear what com- 
mutation has been ordered of the sen- 
tences of the prisoners in the Transvaal 
originally condemned to death on their 
own pleas of guilty. A sentence of impris- 
onment for fifteen years, if it has in fact 
been pronounced, can scarcely be intended 
to be executed. The crime of the prisoners 
was really political, and the Council, in 
considering it, should have been, and prob- 
ably was, actuated by a desire to make it 
exemplary rather than merely punitive. 
It is the right and the duty of the burgh- 
ers to protect themselves against inva- | 
sions such as that of JAMESON’Ss, instigat- 
ed as it was by the men in their hands. 
JAMESON’s raid cost many lives, and it 
would not be magnanimity, but maudlin 
weakness, to invite another by inflicting 
merely nominal penalties upon the pro- 
moters of this. But, nevertheless, it can 
scarcely be intended that the convicts 
shall serve out their sentences. They are 
held in a manner as political prisoners, 
really as hostages for the good behavior 
of Britons outside the jurisdiction of the 
Transvaal. if no more revolutions or 
raids are attempted, it is to be expected 
that they will be released after a com: 
paratively short time, on condition of 
their leaving the country. 

But while it would be impolitic for the 
Boers to show a vindictive spirit in the 
treatment of these men, the Boers would 
be very foolish to allow themselves to be 
influenced by the opinion of the British 
organs of the Chartered Company. These 
organs encouraged the rebellion in the 
Transvaal and the raid of JAMESON and 
continued to denounce the Boers until 
KRUEGER reduced them to temporary si- 
lence by the production of the telegrams 
showing that the raid was the result of a 
plot by the South Africa Company. Now 
they are finding their voices again. The 
London Times, about the most unserupu- 
lous of them all, warns the Boers that an 
exemplary punishment of the revolution- 
ists will not ‘‘ make for peace.” But it is 
unlikely that the Government of the re- 
public will pay much attention to the ad- 
monitions of The London Times.

AVERSION TO JURY’ DUTY. 

The protracted effort to obtain a jury 
for the second trial of Mrs. FLEMING has 
given rise to the familiar criticism of the 
defects of the system, the laxity in the 
judicial procedure, the latitude and qual- 
ity of the questioning of talesmen, and 
the subterfuges adopted to escape serv- 
ice. We are likely to be rid of most of 
the causes of complaint when the new 
system of special $yries for such cases is 
brought into operation, and it is also to 
be hoped that the trials will then be so 
conducted that service upon juries will 
not be so burdensome and distasteful. 

Those who answer questions with an 
evident des‘re to escape serving have 
been much biamed for shirking a publfc 
duty, but this particular duty has be- 
come a very unpleasant one for the ¢ 
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ject affords an easy way of escape. In 
fact, there is naturally a strong desire to 
escape any protracted questioning of the 
kind to which they are subject if a de- 
ciding answer can be made at the be- 
ginning. 

These sengational trials have become 
so interminably drawn out, and juries are 
so wearied and bored with a mass of 
prolix and conflicting testimony from the 
expert and the inexpert and with the 
wrangles of lawyers who try to befog 
the case rather than to make the issue 
clear, that it has become a serious tax 
upon the citizen who has other “ busi- 
ness and desires” to pursue. 

What with questions about capital pun- 
ishment, circumstantial evidence, expert 
testimony, and impressions already 
formed about the merits of the case, al- 
most anybody who is averse to: serving 
on a jury in one of these cases can get 
off without much of a wrench to his con- 
science. In fact, he may easily be led to 
think that he ought not to serve when 
that is just what he wishes to think. 

It is to be hoped that the new special- 
jury system will not only rid us of these 
preliminary scenes of jury getting, ‘but 
will so improve the character of criminal 
trials as to make this kind of public 
service less distasteful. None but men 
free from statutory disqualifications and 
possessed of intelligence and integrity 
will be drawn upon. There will be no 
ignorance and prejudice to pander to and 
the ordinary tricks and wiles of criminal 
lawyers will be ineffective. 

When prosecuting officers and counsel 
for defendants do not fight for the com- 
position of the jury and know that they 
have men before them who are not to 
be easily confused or misled, they will 
change their methods for the better, and 
the whole court proceedings will be lifted 


to a level of decency and dignity.

* BLACKLISTING ” IN ENGLAND. 


A decision as to the rights of trades 
unions has just been rendered in England 
that is of more than usual importance. 
A firm of builders, Messrs. TROLLOPE, 
had employed several men ‘who were not 
members of the union, or London Build- 
ing Trades Federation, and had refused 
to discharge them, ‘whereupon the feder- 
ation had issued a large poster, three feet 
by two feet,.in yellow, with heavy black 
border, called ‘“‘TROLLOPE’s Blacklist,” 
containing the names of the non-union 
men. The Messrs. TROLLOPE brought suit 
to restrain the publication of the poster 
and to secure damages. They won their 
suit, got their injunction and a verdict 
of $2,500 against the “individual de- 
fendants,’”’ who appear to have been the 
officers of the ‘“ federation.” 

The jury. held that “the ‘blacklist’ 
was published by the defendants; that it 
was not published bona fide for the pur- 
pose of protecting the interests of the 
association, but maliciously to compel 
Messrs. TROLLOPE to dismiss’’ the non- 
union men ‘‘ who were under contracts 
to serve them; that it was published 
vindictively; that it was calculated to 
injure, and did injure, Messrs. TROLLOPE 
and their workmen.” It will be seen that 
in this suit it is not denied that members 
of a trades union may refuse to work 
with those who are not members, nor is 
it denied that they may inform their own 
members in any proper way as to the 
facts—that is, as to what firms are em- 
ploying non-union men and what men are 
so employed. But there they must stop. 
They cannot act “ maliciously ” any 
manner conspicuously to bring odium on 
either the firms or 
ployés. 

The line is, in theory, rather hard to 
draw. In practice it is likely to be plain 
enough. Almost any one can clearly in- 
terpret for himself the rule laid down ky 
the Judge in this case: ‘‘No man has a 
right to do a thing, even a thing within 
his rights, maliciously for the purpose of 
injuring his neighbor.” And the same 
principle, carried back a little further, on 
both sides, would -save a deal of trouble. 
If both parties would buf try to avoid 
causes of difference, and, in order to do 
so, would establish means of frequent 
and constant conference as to mutual or 
common interests, all concerned would 


profit by it.

MRS. ABBOTI’S MEMORABLE LIFE. 


Under Her Inspiration Her Husband’s 
Home Books Were Published, 


PoucHkKrepsin£,. N. ¥. May 20.—Mrs. John 
8. C. Abbott, widow of the historian, died 
Monday at the home of her son-in-law, the 
Rev. Horatio Ladd in Fishkill, Village. 
She was vighty-six years of age. Mrs, Ab- 
bott was of New-Engiland birth and fam- 
ily, and a native of Boston. Her father, 
Abner Bourne, was one of the public-spir- 
ited merchant citizens of Boston at the be- 
ginning of this century. 

She was married at an early age to the 
Rev. John S. C. Abbott during his first 
pastorate of the Congregational Church in 
Roxbury, Mass., and inspired him at that 
time to write the ‘‘ Mother at Home,” in 
1824, which is said to have probably en- 
tered more homes than any other English 
book, except. the Bible. It has been pub- 


lished in many languages. In the next year 
her husband published the “Child at 
Home,”’ which had a large circulation in 
America. 

Mrs, Abboft Was a constant and valuable 
aid to her husbard in his literary labors, 
although she had the care of a large fam- 
ily. Many of the fifty-four volumes Dr, 
Abbott wrote were transcribed and indexed 
by her pen. The ‘“ Letters of Napoleon at 
Ps Helena” were entirely of her transla- 
tion. 

Mrs. Abbott was a hospitable and social 
woman, Swho attracted young and old. She 
was a tireless worker in the New-England 
parishes of which Dr. Abbott was pastor, 
in the Abbott Institution for Young Ladies 
in New-York City, in which he was the 
ploneer in the higher education of young 
women in this country; Roxbury, Worces- 
ter, and Nantucket, and the college towns: 
of Brunswick, Me., and New-Haven, Conn., 
and other places to which her husband was 
called, were busy fields for her, Many col- 
lege students of Bowdoin and Yale will re- 
member with much pleasure her receptions 
and home life. 

Dr. Abbott was a member of the famous 
class in Bowdoin which gave to American 
literature the names of Longfellow, Haw- 
thorne, and Cheever. Mrs. bbott is sur- 
vived by five daughters and one son—Mrs. 
Oliver Johnson, Mrs. Horatio O. Ladd, Miss 
Ellen W. Abbott of Fishkill, Mrs. E. 8. 
Mead, and Mrs, Albert H. Buck of New- 
York, and Gorham D, Abbott of Winsted. 





SHORT TREASURY LOANS REFUSED, 


Professions and Votes Still Far Apart 


in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The Senate had 
an interesting debate to-day on a proposi- 
tion which has been repeatedly made and 
favored by members of all parties, and 
which has never yet been offered in such 
a@ way as to secure its enactment, The 
proposition was to authorize the issue of 
short-term Treasury certificates to cover 
temporary deficiencies in the revenue. It 
came to-day from Senator Gorman in the 
form of an amendment to the Fortifications 
bill, authorizing the issue by the Secretary 
of the Treasury of $100,000,000 in 3 per 
cent. certificates, redeemable at the pleas- 
ure of the United States after three years, 
Such a measure has been several times 
recommended by Secretary Carlisle, and 
was embodied in the Republican. Bond 
bill which passed the House last Decem- 
ber, but it was supported by oruy nine 
Senators to-day. 

Senator Gorman made the proposition:as 
a means of meeting the. immense approrr 
ations of the present Congress, which he 
put at $600,000,000 for a single fiscal year. 
This brought Senator Sherman to his feet 
with a defense of the Republican policy 
and a renewal of his offer to put a tax 
on tea and coffee, if necessary to raise 
revenue. He wanted to take up the Ding- 
ley Tariff bill again, but Senator Gorman 
warned him that that measure was never 
intended to be passed, and that if Congress 
adjourned without providing revenue the 
responsibility would be upon those who 
controlled legislation. 

Senator Mills succeeded in having the 
amendment laid on ‘the table by a vote 
of 42 to % Senator Frye of Maine was 
the only Republican who voted against 
the motion, but the other negative votes 
included two silver men, Cockrell of Mis- 
souri and Daniel of Virginia.

Yrying to Debar Foreign Doctors. 


A Paris dispatch in The London Standard 
says that the agitation of the French med- 
ical students against foreigners does not 
seem to be wearing itself out, but, on the 
contrary, is increasing every day. The 
Paris students are not better satisfied than 
the students in the provincial schools with 
Dr. Brouardel’s measure, by which the 
foreigners, who are now not admitted into 
the Paris University, crowd those of Mont- 
pellier and other French towns. 

They contend that it makes no difference 
whether foreigners are excluded from the 
Paris medical schools if they are allowed to 
take their degree in other French univer- 
sities, for they thus acquire the right of 
practicing in France. What they demand is 
not that foreigners should be excluded from 
the medical colleges, but that they should 
b2 debarred from competing with them 
after obtaining their degree. With this ob- 
ject in view, 218 of the 239 medical stu- 
dents attached to the Paris hospitals have 
signed the following petition, just pre- 
sented to the Government: 

“Phat a foreigner shall be permitted to 
study in any French medical school, but the 
degree of Do®ton shall only be conferred on 
him in his character of foreigner, and 
shall not confer on him the right to prac- 
tice in France. No foreigner shall be per- 
mitted to exercise the medical profession 
in France unless he has become a natural- 
ized French citizen, performed his mili- 
tary service in France, and obtained the 
degree of Bachelor.”

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SENTENCES OF THE REFORM COM.~ 
MITTEE HAVE BEEN COMMUTED. 


The Four Leaders Condemned to Fif« 


teen Years’ {mprisonment—Many 


of the Prisoners Are to be Re- 
leased at Once, and Others Are to 
Have Their Freedom After a Few 
Months—Nearly Threesesre of tha 
Cases Disposed Of. 


- 


LONDON, May 20.—A dispatch from Sir 
Hercules Robinson, Governor of the Cape 
Colony, Has been received by the Govern~ 
ment, in which it is anpounced that the 
Transvaal authorities have reached a des 
cision in the cases of fifty-nine of the mem-« 


bers of the Reform Union who were recént< 
ly convicted in connection with the conspir- 
acy against the South African Republic, 
and were sentenced to imprisonment, fine, 
and banishment. 


A number of these prisoners will be re 


leased immediately, and others will be 
given their freedom at the expiration of 
three months, while a part of those still 
remaining in custody will be allowed to 
renew their requests for a cancellation of 
their sentences after five months shall have 
elapsed, and four or the condemned men 
will be given the same privilege at the end 
of a year from the date of their sentences. 

That portion of the judgment of the 
Court imposing a fine upon the convicted 
men will stand, but the banishment clause 


will be suspended provided the prisoners 
give their word of honor not to interfere 
in future in the politics of the republic. 
The names of the prisoners whose sen- 
ences have thus been reduced are at pres- 
ent kept secret. 

As regards Col. Frank W. Rhodes, Lionel 
Phillips, George’ Farrar, and John Hays 
Hammond, the leaders of the Johannés- 
burg Reform Committee who were Ccon- 
demned to death for high treason against 
the Transvaal, Gov. Robertson’s dis- 
patch says their sentences have been com- 
muted to fifteen years’. imprisopment, with 
a provision for their future commutation. 
These cases will be considered by the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the Transvaal next 


week, 

Goy. Robinson further states that he 
learns that the commutation of the 
sentences of the four leaders in the re- 
form movement to imprisonment for fif- 
teen years was merely a matter of form, 
as it was necessary to impose some 
sentence upon the prisoners immediately, 
and that the sentences will probably not 
be put into effect. 

The Government has received the names 
of the prisoners whose sentences have been 
commuted. The men who are to be re- 
leased at once are nine in number. Among 
them are the Americans H. J. King, Capt. 
Mein, and Butters. Those who are to he 
released after three months number twenty- 
four, and include F. R. Lingham, an Amer- 
ican. Among eighteen who are to serve 
five months before being allowed to renew 
their requests for their release are the 
American, V. B. Clement, and J. W. Leon-. 
ard. The four who are to serve a year in- 
clude Hamilton and S. W. Jameson, broth- 
er of Dr. Jameson. 

The cases of four others have.not been 
considered by the Executive Council owing 
to the fact that the prisoners have not as 
yet presented any petition for a reversal 
or commutation of their sentences. These 
include the American, Sampson, The 
name of J. 8. Curtis of New-York does not 
appear upon the list. ‘

THE PRESIDENT WILL NOT- BE 
FORCED INTO EXTENDING IT. 


He Is Boldly Resisting the Pressure 
of Congress on the Subject, and 
Will Take No Action Until It Ad- 


journs—Then, if Consul-General 


Lee’s Report Is Satisfactory, the 
President May Recognize Cuban 


Belligerency. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The attempt to 


force the hand of the President in regard 
to the recognition of Cuba is still being 
Made by members of both houses of Con- 
ress, but the resources of delay ars such 
that Mr, Cleveland will probably remain 


free to follow his inclinations after the ad- 
journment of Congress. This is believed 
by those who are in his confidence to be 
exactly what he is waiting for. He does 
not care to be bullied or worried into the 
recognition of Cuban belligerency, or to ap- 
pear to be influenced by Congress. 

His friends declare that if the reports of 
Consul General Fitzhugh Lee justify action, 
it will be promptly taken. The President 
is how waiting for the adjournment of Con- 
gress, an intelligent :eport from Gen. Lee, 
and the beginning of the rainy season in 
Cuba. The Spaniards will have small pros- 
pect of making progress in putting down 
the insurrection if they cannot do it before 
the rainy season has begun. The arrival 
of that unhealthy period will decimate their 
armies, increase the difficulty of cmpaign- 
ing, and give the insurgents an opportunitv 
to prove that they are capable of maintain- 
ing an independent government. If this 
fact clearly appears from Gen. Lee’s re- 
ports, recognition and possible intervention 
will be adopted as the policy of the Ad- 
ministration. 

The President and Secretary Olney have 
never lacked sympathy with the insurgent;; 
but they have not proposed to violate in- 
ternational law and the rules of neutral- 
ity before it appeared that the Cubans were 
capable of maintaining an independent gov- 
ernment. The efforts of the friends of the 
President are now directed in- both houses 
of Congress to leaving his hands free up to 
the time of adjournment. The friends -f 
free Cuba exert a constant pressure upon 
the Committees of Foreign Affairs of both 
houses, under which they have to make a 
pretense of taking some action. ' 

Both committees were in session this 
morning. The Senate committee discussed 
the joint resolution of Senator Morgan, but 
showed a disposition to postpone action, 
which led to a voluble protest from Mr. 
Morgan. A sub-committee of the House 
committee listened to an argument by Rep- 
resentative Woodman of Chicago in favor 
of his resolution, “ that the House of Rep- 
resentatives directly request that the Pres- 
ident make immediate proclamation_to ‘the 
effect that a condition of war in Cuba is 
recognized.” This sub-committee, which 
consists of Mr. Adams of Pennsylvania, 
Gen. Draper of Massachusetts, and Mr. 
Tucker of Virginia, are also in charge of 
the resolution of Representative Hyde, 
which is a joint resolution recognizing the 
belligerency of the Cubans an requiring 
the signature or veto of the President. 

The policy in both Senate and House com- 
mittees is to let these resolutions drift along 
without action. It has required strenuous 
effort on the part of the conservatives in 
both houses to prevent the adoption of much 
stronger resolutions than those which were 
finally passed by concurrent vote, Some 
of the friends of a conservative policy have 
yielded to some extent to the clamor . for 
radical action. They have felt, however, 
that a certain amount of yielding was all 
that would prevent the two houses from 
taking the bits in their teeth, and plunging 
the country into war with Spain. he reso- 
lutions which passed the House were shown 
to Secretary Olney and had his qualified 
assent, so far as it-was necessary to accept 
resolutions at all. This same policy of 
quiet antagonism to radical action will gov- 
ern the committees until adjournment, ani, 
in view of the near approach of that, event, 
will probably succeed and leave Mr. Cleve- 
land free to be governed by events. 





CUBA’S TOBACCO EXPORTS. 


Their Prohibition Under Considera- 
tion in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—From a revenue 
point of view, the action of the Spanish 
Government in prohibiting the export of 
Cuban tobacco will have but little effect 
in comparison with the injury it causes the 
manufacturers of tobacco, and incidentally 
their workmen. From the latest official 
figutes for the last fiscal year it is seen 
that 5,679,252 pounds of wrapper tobacco, 
valued at $7,219,877, was imported into this 
country. Of other raw tobacco, there was 
imported 20,989,009 pounds, of the value of 
7,525,843. The wrapper tobacco pays $1.50 
per pound duty, and the other raw tobacco, 
largely “filler,” pay&S 35 cents per pound. 
Of the 5,679,252 pounds of wrapper tobacco 
imported,’ only 28,183 pounds came from 


Cuba, and 5,104,495 pounds from Sumatra, 
in the Dutch East Indies, through the 
Netherlands. 

It is in “filler” tobacco that te prohi- 
bition of Spain will be most severely felt, 
as from Cuba last year there was import- 
ed into this country of this class of toba&co, 
20,147,487 pounds. Of this quantity, 12,858,- 
581 pounds was brought into »New-Yerk 
and about 3,000,000 pounds into Florida 
ports. So, if the same ratio, of imports 
new obtains, as is probable, Néw-York wih 
suffer from the prohibition more than any 
other port in the United States. In wrapper 
tobacco, also, New-York is a large con- 
sumer of the imported Cuban product, there 
having been imported there last y@ar 
4,611,445 pounds of the 5,679,252 pounds of 
this class of Cuban tobacco that came into 
the United States. ; 

Whether the United States will deem it 
advisable to resort to retaliatory measures, 
or, ifideed, whether, in the absence of reci- 
procity agreements, which wére. abolished 
by the last tariff law, they haye the power 
to retaliate, are questions’ thaf\ dre now 
being considered by Secretary Olney, and 
may be the subject of Congressional action, 
as the Senators and Congressmen from 
New-York and Florida are takmg an act- 
ive interest in the matter, and each day 
their mail is burdened with protests from 
their people. ' 

Sefior Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Min- 
ister, declares that the order prohibiting 
the export of tobacco from Cuba is mis- 
represented in dispatches attributing it to 
Gen. Weyler as a retaliarory measure 
against insurgent sympathizers in this 
country. He says that it is not a political 
measure in any sense, but was adopted by 
the Government at Madrid after serious 
consideration, to meet.an economic neces- 
sity; that the Government for a long time 
delayed taking the action because of its 
injury to commerce but was driven to the 
step by the fact that without it over 15,000 
c ers in Havana would soon be 
thrown out of work for lack of the raw 
material, and 50,000 to 60,000 women and 
children dependent on them would be in 
danger of starvation. 

The Minister disavows Spanish respon- 
sibility for the conditions which have forced 
the decree. He says the tobacco crop has 
been destroyed by Maceo’s forees during 
their long stay and numerous raids in the 
western part of the island, that the royal 
seene have injured no property, and that

MINISTER TERRELL ANNOYED. 


He Knows of No Charges That Have 
Been Maude Against Him. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Mr. Alexander W. 
Terrell, United States Minister to Turkey, 
feels chagrined over the publication of a 
story that charges affecting his personal 
eonduct have been filed with the President 
by the committee of prominent men who 
called at the White House last week with 
reference to the Armenian troubles. Mr. 
Terrell, it was represented, had been sum- 
moned to Washington to personally answer 
these charges, and it was further stated 
that his visit here had been spent in pre- 
paring a reply. 

According to high State Denartment offi- 
cials, no such charges have been filed, and, 
consequentiy, Mr. Terrell could have knowWn 
nothing about them when he came here in 
response to the President’s summons. Mr. 
Terrell called at the White House this 
morning, and went thence te the State De- 
partment, where he had an interview with 
Seeretary Olney. At the conclusion of his 
talk with the Secretary, Mr. Terrell was 
seen, but. declined to discuss the story. All 
he would say was that he had never heard 
of any such charges as those represented 
to haye been made, and he was therefore 


not engaged in the preparation of any de- 
tense of his official or persona) conduct. 

The charges J heer ooo by the delegation 
who recently discussed Armenian matters 
with the President were stated to have been 
based on information obtained from. the 
Rev. Henry O. Dwight, a prominent Pres- 
byterian missionary, lately residing in Con- 
stantinople. ‘There is om file at the State 
Department a letter from Mr. Dwight, 
which was published in United Press dis- 
patches at the time of its receipt, some 
months ago, accompanied by a statement 
emanating from the State Department that 
this letter had been furnished to the Min- 
ister without solicitation, in which Mr. 
Dwight bore testimony that Minister Ter- 
rell had been instrumenta! in saving the 
lives of his fellow-countrymen engaged in 
missionary work in Armenia. Inasmuch 
as Mr. Dwight’s name is now so promi- 
nently connected with the alleged charges 
against Mr, Terrell some public explana- 
tion is looked for from him. 

There seems to be considerable mystery 
about Mr. Terrell’s relations to the United 
States State Department, and to the Gov- 
ernment to which he is accredited, which 
is not yet fully cleared up. Meanwhile Mr. 
Terrell is home on leave of absence, and 
doubts are expressed whether he will re- 
turn to Turkey. It is not at all clear wheth- 
er the recently announced change in the 
Turkish representation to this country is 
in any remote way mixed up with this mat- 
ter or not.

ESCAPED CONVICTS RECAPTURED. 





They Took Possession of a Schooner, 
but Were Secored. 


GEORGETOWN, Demerara, B. G., May 9.— 
Information was received here some days 
ago from Cayenne, French Guiana ,that a 
number of convicts had escaped from the 
penal settlement in the French colony, and 
the request was made that a watch be kept 
for the runaways. 

On the Sth inst. the passenger steamer 
trading between this port and the North- 
west District arrived here with ten of the 
escaped convicts on board, and also a 
warder belonging to the French penal set- 
tlement. It was learned that fifteen oth- 
ers of the convicts had landed on the east 
bank of the Orinoco, and immediately 
pushed into the interior of the province. 


The details of the occurrence as reported 
by a seaman, who was at first arrested 
with the convicts, are to the effect that the 
French schooner Delta left Cayenne with 
twenty-five convicts on board, in charge 
of one warder armed with a revolver, and 
a full cargo of stores, for the penal settle- 
ment,.at ount Argent, about sixty miles 
from the capital of the French colony, on 
April 11. On the 15th the convicts turned 
upon the warder and the crew of the 
schooner, overpowered them, placed them 
in irons, and took charge of the vessel. 

The course of the vessel was then set 
for the Spanish Main, and, after seven 
days’ buffeting with the wind and waves, 
they arrived in the Orinoco. Fifteen of 
the convicts landed immediately, the other 
ten electing to abide with the ship. The 
following day they were observed by the 
Venezuelan guard at the Amacura post, 
and the schooner was towed by the Vene- 
zuelan launch into the River Amacura and 
allowed to drift to the British post. The 
authorities there took the men Into cus- 
tody, and. they are now awaiting extradi- 
tion papers from Cayenne.

Capt. Cook Disappears and Is Believed 
to Have Been Drowned, 


WILMINGTON, N. C., May 20.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Horsa, with a cargo of pine- 
apples and bananas, from Jamaica, May 
18, bound to New-York, arrived this after- 
noon at Southport in distress, having been 
on fire, and is completely gutted from stem 
to amidships. . 

Capt. McIntosh, (the first mate,) who 
brought the vessel into Southport, reports 
that on the 18th inst. Capt. Cook, the mas- 


ter, was missed between 3 and 4 o'clock 
4A. M., and it ig supposed he fell overboard. 

Capt. McIntosh says the Horsa left Port 
Morant, Jamaica, on the 18th inst., with a 
full cargo and crew of twenty men. At 6 

. M., on the 16th, a cry of fire was raised. 
All hands were mustered and went to work 
to extinguish the flames, but, after an 
hour and a half’s work, the heat was un- 
bearable on deck, and bas Cook ordered 
all hands to the boats. he crew lay by 
until 6 A. M., on the 17th, when the most 
inflammable parts of the ship having been 
consumed, all hands were ordered on board 
again, and, after hard work, succeeded in 
extinguishing the fire. The vessel was 
put on a southerly course, with the hope 
of meeting some steamer, bound to the 
United States, which would render assist- 
ance. Capt. Cook on Monday, at 4 A. M., 
was missing, and First Mate MelIntosh 
took charge and brought the vessel to 
Southport. 

When asked about the Horsa’s last expe- 
wae to Cuba, Capt. McIntosh refuséd to 
talk.

Joseph B. Frees, 


Joseph B. Frees, who died Tuesday in his 
rooms above his drug store, at 17) Sixth 
Avenue, had worked in the same store 
and lived above it for fifty years. He was 
born in Frenchtown, N. J., in 1820; came 
to this city while a boy, and went to work 
in a drug store lower down on Sixth Ave- 
nue, near what was then Amity Street. 
After the man for whom he worked dled, 
he opened his place at 179 Sixth Avenue 
in 1846. 


In Mr. Frees’s early days in the business 
many of the botanic medicines could 
gathered within what are now the limits of 
New-York City. This was especially true 
of the. district known as Manhattanville, 
where Mr. Frees had many agents who 
gathered herbs for him. 

His drug store became known as a place 
where rare medicinal plants could be found.

One of the curious things about his place 
was a jar of alcohol, which contained a 
pear picked in August, 1863, from the old 
Stuyvesant ar tree, which stood on the 
corner of hird Avenue and Thirteenth 
Street. This pear came into Mr. Frees’s 
possession after it had been on exhibition 
in the American Institute of the same 
year. 

Mr. Frees was never married. He was a 
member of Metropolitan Lodge, No. 273, F.

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THE MONEY QUESTION MAY DIVIDE 
THE NATIONAL DEMOCRACY. 


A Strong Probability that One Wing 
of the Party Will Bolt the Chi- 


engo Convention — Sound-Money 


Men Hope te Have a Majority, 


but Must Rely on Accessions of 


Strength from the South and Mid- 
dle West. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—A bolt by one or 
the other wing of the National Democracy 
becomes increasingly probable in view of 
the reports from all over the West. The 
silver"men are using high-handed methods 


to capture the delegations in several States 
where they control the party machinery, 
and the sound-money men are refusing to 
submit to injustice. 

Controller Eckels returned to-day from 
THinois, but was reticent about discussing 
the situation there. He still has hopes 
that the sound-money men will elect del- 
egates from Chicago and the northern dis- 
tricts, but he found the State Officials 
working industriously for Gov. Altgeld and 
free silver. 

Reports from other sources indicate that 
a break is probable in Illinois, Ohio, and 
Indiana, as well as in several of the South- 
ern States. : 

The sound-money Democrats have 324 
votes practically assured in the National 
Convention, including the Northeast, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota. They need 
about 130 more to make a majority of the 
convention. They will not obtain these if 
they lose Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Ohio, 
and Louisiana, ‘They expect the 16 votes 
of California, the 46 of Ohio, a majority in 
Louisiana, and part of the delegation trom 
Indiana. This wil] still leave them short of 
a majority in a full convention unless they 
pick up many scattering votes in Washing- 
ton, Florida, and other States. 

Unfair treatment in Illinois might turn 
the scale against sound money if the Alt- 
geld machine were in control of the Na- 
tioral organization. The majority of the 
Democratic National Committee, however, 
is in favor of sound money, and Illinois 
is represented by a sturdy friend of the 
gold standard—Ben T. Cable of Rock Isl- 
and. If the National Committee shall ex- 
clude from the preliminary organization 
the 48 votes of Illinois, the 30 votes of 
Texas, the 16 votes of Nebraska, and a 
few more contesting delegations, the whole 
number of delegates would be reduced to 
about 800, of which 401 would be a ma- 
jority. The sound-money delegates would 
then ey control the convention, and 
would be able to seat théir friends from 
other States if satisfied that they were 
fairly representative of the Democratic 
sentiment of their States. 

There are likely to be bolters from sev- 
eral Southern States if the attempt is 
made to apply the unit rule to stifle sound- 
money sentiment in the States where that 
rule has not before been enforced. Hither 
side will have plenty of opportunities to 
seize some decision of the presiding ‘of- 
ficer or some vote of the convention upon 
the report of the Committee on Creden- 
tials as an excuse for leaving the con- 
vention. 

The feeling is growing that the division 
between the sound-money and the silver 
delegates will be so close that neither may 
have an unquestioned majority, and that 
the depth and sincerity of their differences 
will drive them apart as completely “as 
the Northern and Southern emocracy 
were driven apart in 1860. The party will 
then present the spectacle of running two 
candidates, one standing upon a platform 
which is uncompromisingly for gold and 
the other declaring for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 without the 
concurrence of any other nation. A split 
over the organization, which would give 
the stamp of regularity to the gold-standard 
Democrats on the one hand, or would at 
least compel the delegations fram the East- 
ern States to go out of. the convention to- 
gether, would, in the opinion of sound- 
money Democrats, be infinitely better for 
the party and leave it in stronger position 
to win in 1900 than the weak submission 
of any portion of the regular organization 
in the East to a silver ticket and a silver 
platform. 


BLACK AIRS HIS VIEWS. 





Indorses McKinley’s Silence on the 
Money Question. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Chauncey F. 
Black is out again with his demand upon 
the Democratic Convention at Chicago to 
pledge its candidate not to veto a free- 
colnage measure if one should be sent to a 
Democratic President at the White House. 
He very earnestly protests against sug- 
gestions of bolting, and takes a very 
gloomy view of the Democratic future fol- 
low.ng a bolt after the Chicago Con- 
vention shall have declared for either gold 


or silver. He complains that the critics 
of his proposition have spoken flippantly 
of what they unquestionably considered a 
flippant or puerile suggestion. Again he 
suggests distrust of silver Democrats by 
proposing that even a known silver man 
shall be bound to agree that if he gets into 
the White House he will not use the veto 
power otherwise than as prescribed by the 
party platform. 

There is, obviously, according to Mr. 
Black, something the matter with the Con- 
stitution, and he should direct the atten- 
tion of the Democratic Convention to the 
framing of an amendment to be made an 
issue in the campaign. 

Some of the passages in Mr. Black’s long 
interview on his much-criticised proposi- 
tion are compliments for McKinley and 
opinions indicating his notion that Mc- 
Kinley is more than half inclined to hope 
for a chance to approve a freésilver bill. 
If he ee one, Mr. Black is convinced that 
he will sign it in obedience to the ex- 
pressed will of the majority. It is plain 
that Mr. Black attributes McKinley’s pro- 
longed silence on money to his anxiety to 
permit the silver Republicans to under- 
stand that he will not thwart their pur- 
poses if they shall command votes enough 
in Congress to put them in the form of a 
free-coinage measure. Mr. Black says: 

I am not surprised that a Republican leader so 
evidently in touch with the Republican people 
and so plainly out of touch with the Republican 
bosses as Major McKinley, should have taken 
the same position as to the rightful use of the 
veto power. Every circumstance, every develop- 
ment of the Republican campaign for weeks, es- 
pecially concurrent instructions of gold-standard 
and free-silver conventions for McKinley, show 
that this is his position. But all doubt was re- 
moved by Mr. Platt’s specific personal state- 
ment in his late authorized interview, that the 
California Republican Free-Silver Sixteen-to-One 
Convention instructed for McKinley on the dis- 
tinct pledge that he would not veto any coin- 
age bill which Congress might pass. 

Mr. Platt and his kind are much alarmed over 
this strange freak of the appointed Republican 
eandidate. He has broken bounds. He is not to 
be bossed. He is actually squinting toward the 
people, with an absurd notion that they have 
rights umd ought to be respected when they 
speak at the ballot boxes. And there, poenews, you 
have the secret of McKinley’s mighty popu- 
. jarity with the Republican masses. He may have 
mistaken opinions on more subjects than one, 
but he. believes in the people, and knows well 
that in the long run they will settle matters 
wisely. Whether they do or not, they alone 
have any right to settle them at all. If, during 
this interval of discreet silence on his part, you 
desire-to know his real opinion as to the proper 
use of the veto, you may assume that it is in 
accord with that of the Adamses and Lincoln. 

Further on he refers to McKinley's sa- 

acity in remaining silent on silver as 
iolews: 

If Major McKinley and his friends find it nec- 
essary, as Mr. Platt, Senator Dubois, and others 
assure us he does, to agree that the majority 
shall rule and that no coinage bill passed by a 
Congress elected on the issue shall be vetoed, in 
order to save a comparatively insignificant split 
én the Republican Party, how much more impor- 
tagt is a like u derstan@ding to the Democratic 
Party, from which a bort by eigher wing would 
carry off millions of votes and whole sections of 
the country. A split with us would mean what it 
meant in xile for a generation. No man 
of my. age would live to see the return of the 
party to power. 

He deplores the talk about a bolt for ‘a 
momentary coinage question."’ He believes 
that the acceptance of his proposition to 
pledge the candidate not to veto would 
harmonize the party, make McKinley a 
weak candidate on the tariff issue, and 
enable the Democratic Party certainly to 


win. 





FREE SILVER WANTED. 


The South Carolina Democracy Un- 
der the Control of Tillman.

FOR SILVER AND BOIES.

The Iowa Democrats Express Them- 


selves at Dubuque, 


Dusuque, Iowa, May 20.—Carrying out 
the programme formulated yesterday by 
the leaders of the majority element, the 
Democratic State Convention to-day de- 
clared for free silver in the most radical 
terms; presented ex-Gov. Horace Boles to 
the Democracy of the Nation as a candidate 
for the Presidential nomination, and in- 
structed the delegates at large and the 


district delegates, three of the latter being 
adherents of the sound-money doctrine, to 
vote as a unit. 

It was the most turbulent convention in 
the history of the party in this State. 
Despite the impartiality and fairness of the 
presiding officer, selected by the silverites, 
the representatives of that element on the 
floor were disposed to give little quarter 
to their opponents, and there were times 
when it looked as though the convention 
would break up in disorder. The majority 
report of the Committee on Resolutions 
was barren of any reference to President 
Cleveland or his Administration, while 
the commendation of the Chief Executive 
attached to the minority report was voted 
down, by nearly 3 to 1. 

In a measure, however, this may be taken 
as due to the fact that it was appended to 
a sound-money resolution, for it was no- 
ticeable that the caustic comments upon 
the Administration made by Permanent 
Chairman Carr evoked but a scant ap- 
plause from the silver men, while his dec- 
larations that the financia policy of the 
Administration was not that of the Demo- 
cratic Party and that the party had been 
betrayed by its chosen leaders were re- 
ceived with chilling silence. 

Ex-Gov. Boies heads the delegation to 
Chicago, and his associates are ‘‘ Sam” 
D. Evans of Ottumwa, Will A. Wells of 
Elkader, and Lewis T. Genung of Hastings, 

The report of the Committee on Platform 
contained these resolutions: 

The Democracy of Iowa, in State Convention 
assembled, hereby reaffirms its allegiance to the 
time-honored Democratic doctrine of bimetallism, 
to the use of both gold and silver as primary 
monty, and the coinage of both at a ratio with- 
out charge or }imit. 

It is the demand of this convention that this 
doctrine of the National Democratic Party, if 
fairly and honorably observed, requires the con- 
stant effort of every loyal Democrat to accom- 
plish the repeal of all laws heretofore enacted 
through the instrumentality 
Party which do, in letter and spirit alike, 
criminate against silver and in favor of gold, and 
the substitution therefor of affirmative legislation 
which shall restore silver to equal rights with 
gold in the mints and coinage of the country. 

Second—We hereby affirm as a deliberate con- 
viction of this convention that the act of 1872, 
in so far as it demonetized silver and established 
gold as the single unit of value, is a flagrant 
violation of one of the most important provisions 
of the Constitution of the United States; a viola- 
tion which every political party ought to con- 
demn and every good citizen should assist in ex- 
punging from the statutes of the Republic. We 
therefore favor the immediate repeal of all laws 
by which silver was demonetized and demand 
its unqualified restoration to the right of free 
and unlimited coinage in the mints of the Nation 
as money of full legal tender and final redemp- 
tion at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

‘Chird—We recognize the fact that upon thiy 
question the country has reached a crisis that 
can'no longer be evaded or postponed. We know 
that the result of this-conflict must be a return 
to the money of the Constitution, or the substi- 
tution, for all time to come, of a standard value, 
born of British aristocratic greed, which doubles 
the purchasing power of money and reduces by 
one-half the price of all great staples of industry. 
In behalf of the toiling millions of this Republic 
we welcome the conflict and pledge the Democratic 
Party of Iewa to stand by the Constitution, to 
defend the right, to beat back with all strength 
every wrongful aggression of the money power 
of the Old and New World alike, and to aid to 
the utmost limit of its ability in restoring to 
ourselves and our posterity the sacred heritage 
of the financial system bequeathed to the Ameri- 
can people by the fathers of the Republic, and 
which was equally fair and just to all citizens, 
and in this effort we cordially invite the co-oper- 
ation of all good citizens without reference to 
political affiliations in the past. 

Fourth—We hereby enter our most earnest pro- 
test against all schemes for the retirement of 
our non-interest-bearing National paper cur- 
rency and the substitution therefor of $500,000,000 
of interest-bearing bonds to become an additional 
burden upon the producing classes, that National 
banks may be supplied with interest-bearing 
capital on which to transact their individual 
business: And we also protest against the fur- 
ther issuance and sale of Government bonds to 
acquire gold with which to redeem such cur- 
rency, and demand of the Government that it 
shall hereafter redeem the same with the coin of 
elther metal it may possess in strict accordance 
with the letter of the law. 

Fifth—We denounce as a transparent fal- 
lacy the claim that labor can be bene- 
fited by the maintenance of a single gold 
standard as the basis of our financial sys- 
tem. The experience of all ages and of 
every country alike clearly demonstrates 
that a contracted currency invariably com- 
els a contraction of business; the lessen- 
ing of industrial enterprises; the enforced 
idleness of.great numbers of the working 
classes; and nothing of which the human 
mind can conceive is more clearly self- 
evident than the naked truth that the wages 
of labor must always be adjusted to and 
correspond with the prices of labor’s prod- 
ucts in the markets. 


The sixth plank favors the appointment 
of a Cabinet official to be known as Secre- 
tary of Labor, whose duty it shall be to 
report to Congress what share of the en- 
hanced price for which protected prod- 
ucts are sold in the markets of this coun- 
try is paid to employes, and to arbitrate 
strikes. 

The seventh plank instructs the delegates 
to vote as a unit. 

Bighth—Reposing full faith and confidence in 
the Democracy, patriotism and ability of Horace 
Boies, formerly Governor of the State of Iowa, 
we hereby declare it to be the bounden duty of 
every patriot in Iowa, without regard to former 
party affiliations, to use all honorable means to 
secure his nomination at the Democratic Na- 
tionnl Convention to be held in Chicago July 7, 
1896, for the high and responsible office of Pres- 
ident of the United States, to the end that 
the principles of Jeffersonian Democracy be pre- 
served and promoted and liberty and prosperity 
be restored to the great body of the American 
people; and that any delegate to the National 
Convention this day elected is expressly author- 
ized and instructed to place his name in nomina- 
tion at the Chicago Convention. 

Interest revived for a while when Judge 
Nathaniel French of Davenport submitted 
the report of the minority for sound money. 

The reference to President Cleveland 
evoked applause, mingled with shouts of 
““No!” and hisses, and the uproar was in- 
tensified tenfold when Judge French went 
on to flay the silverites. 

The excitement of the afternoon reached 
its climax when Mayor Vollmer of Daven- 
port attempted to close the debate with a 
sound-money speech. Yells, shouts, hisses, 
catcalls, words scarcely fitted for ears po- 
lite, and personal allusions continued to 
make a din that was deafening, until Voll- 
mer took his seat. 

When the roll of counties was called the 
minority report was defeated by a _ vote 
of 617% to 216%. Against the protests shout- 
ing from all parts of the hall, a motion to 
instruct the district delegates to Chicago 
elected in the Congressional Convention of 
the forenoon, and which was intended to 
bring them under the operation of the unit 
rule, was declared carried. Then there was 
a rush for the open, and in the midst of the 
confusion the convention adjourned,

Association of Savings Banks of the 
State of New-York, Representing 
1,700,000 Depositors and $700,- 
000,000 Protests 
Against a Change in Standard, as 


It Would Impair the Prosperity of 


in Deposits, 


the Laboring Classes, 


Resolutions in favor of sound money and 
the gold standard were unanimously adopt- 
ed yesterday amid a storm of applause by 
the Association of Savings Banks of the 
State of New-York at its third annual 
meeting in the Chamber of Commerce. 

Nearly every one of the 127 savings banks 


in the State had delegates present, repre- 
senting 1,700,000 depositors and aggregating 
$700,000,000 of deposits. 

John Harsen Rhoades, President of the 
Greenwich Savings’ Bank, who has been 
President of the association four years, 
was in the chair. 

Early in the proceedings—which lasted 
from 11 o’clock A. M. until 4 o’clock P. M. 
—the following resolutions were offered by 
James McMahon, President of the Emi- 
grant Industrial Savings Bank, and second- 
ed by John P. Townsend, President of the 
Bowery Savings Bank: 

Resolved, That this association, representing 
the interests of 1,700,000 depositors, with deposits 
agsregating over $700,000,000, solemnly protests 
against any and all efforts to change the gold 
standard now existing for the currency of the 
country, and affirms its conviction that any 
departure from this standard will not only impair 
the prosperity of the laboring classes, but that 
the only classes or individuals to be benefited 
would be the capitalist and foreign investor, 
who would be quick to take advantage of the rise 
and ultimate fall in prices sure to follow a 
premium on gold. 

Resolved, That, in our judgment, the future 
prosperity of the country and the welfare of 
the people demand not only that the gold stand- 
ard shall be maintained, but the currency sys- 
tem now in use shall be so changed and re- 
modeled as to meet and adapt it to the increasing 
needs of commerce and equal in security and 
credit with the best in circulation by any of 
the civilized nations of the earth. 

Resolved, That certified copies of these reso- 
lutions be sent to the President, to each member 
of. Congress, to the Governor of this State, and 
generally to the press throughout the country. 


The walls of the Chamber of Commerce 
echoed with the applause that greeted the 
unanimous adoption of these resolutions. 
Even the old historic pictures themselves 
seemed'’to smile with grim satisfaction as 
they listened in their old-fashioned frames. 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Townsend 
in seconding the resolution, “a very impor- 
tant matter that the currency of this coun- 
try should be of the best, and that the in- 
terest of the larger number of savings 
bank depositors would be very seriously af- 
fected by a change in the currency. 

“The free coinage cf silver, as L under- 
stand it, allows owners of 51 cents worth 
of silver to take it to the mint and have it 
coined into legal tender for 100 cents. Now,

Vital to the working classes, but sts ide 
of finance and a disordered and abattemeed one 
rency system have not only produced inflation 
from the evil consequences of which we are now 
suffering, but have also produced a deep-seated 
feeling of distrust, which has done much t 
paralyze trade and commerce and cause stagna- 
tion in all branches of business.

Whether 
the time for this settlement is near or far dis- 
tant will largely depend upon the results of the 
coming election; and, indeed, upon the issues 
now at stake rests the welfare of the people at 
large, and especially those whom we so largely 
represent, for, as we know full well, those who 
gain the most through a sound currency, or lose 
and suffer most through one that is inflated 
and in a disordered condition, must be the la-

of whom are not only honest, but think deeper 
than we are apt to imagine upon all matters 
which affect the welfare of the community will 
settle at this coming election once and for al} 
this momentous currency question, which, for 
the past ten years, has disturbed our commerce 
and blocked our progress as a Nation, and render 
at the polls a verdict which will determine for 
all time the fact that the people of the United 
States of America will not consent. under any 
condition or through any compromise, to de- 
part from the standard of value which is rec- 
ognized by all the civilized nations of the world 
as the best and only standard to maintain. 

As is usual In times of depression, doubt 
and uneertainty, the savings banks located in 
the larger cities, and especially in the great 
centres of trade, are apt to increase largely in 
deposits owing to the depositing of moneys by 
the middle classes, who are unwilling to enter 
upon’ new ventures or entertain an expansion 
of business, and who use the banks asa safe de- 
pository until restored confidence tempts them 
to employ their savings in the ordinary channels 
of trade; and.so we are not deceived, and the 
publie should not be deceived, in the idea that 
increased deposits in savings banks during the 
past few years indicate a general condition of 
prosperity, for such is not the case. The ad 
posits in the savings banks of this State from 
1873 to 1877, inclusive, constantly increased, and 
it was not until 1878 that the exhaustion of the 
people really showed itself in its true light, and 
the banks failed to show an annual gain in de- 
posits. 

Mr. Rhoades urged the need of action to 
compel proper registry in reputable banks 
and trust companies of all municipal bonds, 
whether city, county, or vistage, and touch- 
ing Greater New-York, said: 


Under the act consolidating the 
Brooklyn, Long Island City, and Richmond Coun 
ty into and with the City of New-York, under 
the term of the Greater New-York, it is evident 
from objections made before the Mayors of these 
cities and by the terms of the memoranda filed 
by the Governor of the State in connection with 
his approval of this bill, that the right of the 
Counties of New-York and Kings to borrow money 
independent of the cities named will be restored. 
If this be so, then the Constitutional Mmit of 
10 per cent. indebtedness on the assessed valua- 
tion of real property contained in the city will be 
practically evaded and a large debt be ulti- 
mately created, outside of and in addition to the 
city debt, equal in its limit to 10 per cent. on the 
assessed valuation of the county, which is, of 
course, ‘the same as the city, thus practically 
annulling the wise provision now existing, that 
the debt limit of cities shall be fixed by law, and 
creating a possibility for doubling this debt fimit. 
The savings banks of this State now hold near- 
ly, if not fully, one-half of the entire net debt of 
the cities comprised in the Greater New-York, a 
sum equal to at least $70,000,000. It is therefore 
ef the utmost importance that our influence should 
be exercised with the commission to be appointed 
by the Governor, to prepare a charter for our 
new and larger city, to so properly adjust the 
existing debts of these cities as is equitable and 
fair to each, and, more than all, to prevent the 
possibility of an undue increase of the same, 
especially in the direction of the powers to be 
given to restore Boards of County Supervisors; 
for upon these grave financial issues rests, for 
many years to come, the future credit of our-eity, 
which heretofore has been of the highest and 
best in its character. The whole subject, in this 
regard, is fraught with danger and anxiety, and 
we certainly should take some action thereon. 
The. minutes of the last meeting were 
next read, and William C. Sturgis, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, followed 
with his report, which was opted.

MANY OF THE OLD TRUSTEES NAMED. 





Politics and Religion Not Considered 
in Making up the List—175,Men 
and Women Selected,

THE DUTIES OF THE NEW OFFICIALS. 


They Must Make Reports upon Almost 
Everything Concerning the Teach- 


ers, Pupils, and Schools, 


Mayor Strong announced-at- noon yester- 

day his appointment of 175 Inspectors of 
‘Common Schools, under the new school 
Jaw, 
This is one of the largest lists of appoint- 
Ments ever given out in thiscountry at one 
~~“ time, ‘and the largest. ever given out in this 
- gity. : 

. wAlthough the School Inspectors will re- 
feive no salaries, there was a‘great demand 


' for the places. This is indicative of the 
great interest that is beinz taken in the 
‘effort to improve the school system of the 
tity. 

Mayor Strong has reappointed forty-five 
of ‘the Trustees as Inspectors, and also 
twelve of the old Inspectors.. Among the 
mew Inspectors are thirty-seven women, 
Beveral of whom seryed under the old con- 
ditions. 

Many more of the old Trustees and In- 
Bpectors would have been appointed, but 
for the fact that the new law provides that 
the Inspectors must live within the inspec- 
tion district they are appointed for The 
change in the number of school districts 
from’ twenty-four to thirty-five left many 
of the old officials in the same district, so 
that the Mayor could not carry out his in- 
tention to appoint seventy-five of them. 

The Mayor said yesterday that in making 

the appointments he had not considered 
Tace, creed, or politics. When asked by a 
reporter for THE New-York TimMEs about 
the method he followed in making up the 
list, the Mayor said: 
’ “TJ consulted with President Maclay of the 
Board of Education and Commissioners 
Peaslee, Ketchum, and Strauss. There were 
two Democrats and two Republicans among 
them, you see, but politics had nothing to 
do with the matter. I could not tell wheth- 
er there are more Republicans or more 
Democrats among the men who have been 
appointed as Inspectors. 

“We were not looking for politics. What 
we were looking for in making up the list of 
Inspectors was the efficiency of the school 
system. 

“I will say that more of the old Trustees 
and Inspectors would have been appointed 
under the new law but for the fact that 
&0 many of them were grouped in the same 
school districts.’’ 

“Did the question of religion enter into 
the selection? Were so many places allotted 
to Roman Catholics, simply on that 
ground? ’ 

“No, we did not consider the religious 
Question in that way; but I suppose that 
ell faiths are fairly represented in the List. 
Mr. Maclay and the other Commissioners 
probably tock that matter into considera- 
tion. As to politics, as I have said, that 
question did not enter into the matter at 
ail.” 

Among the men who have been appointed 
as Inspectors all the well-known political 
organizations are represented, there being 
Republicans, Tammany men,. State Democ- 
racy men, and Democrats with no fac- 
tional affiliations. 

There are two Tammany associate lead- 
ers‘in the list, John E. Murphy, and Thomas 
Fitzpatrick. The State Democracy is rep- 
resented by Thomas F. Keating, among 
others. Mr. Keating was the Union candi- 
date for Register last year. 5 2 

Mrs. ©. A. Rainsford, wife of the- Rev. 
Dr. William S. Rainsford, and Mrs. Louis C. 
Tiffany, who have been appointed as In- 
Spectors, were among the women who 
worked very hard for the passage of the 
school reform bill.. Mrs. Daniel P. Hayes, 
One of the new Inspectors, is the wife of 
Daniel ,P. Hayes, the close personal friend 
of ex-Mayor Gilroy. 

Mrs. Clara M. Williams, who was appoint. 
ea ih the Twenty-third District, served as 
@ School Commissioner. She was opposed 
to the school-reform measure, but is very 
much interested in educacional . matters. 
Mrs. M. G. Van Rensselaer, Mrs. John D, 
Townsend, and Miss May R. Callender, who 
are well known in social circies, are also 
@mong those named as Inspectors. 

Jeremiah Fitzpatrick, who was appoint- 
ed in-the Twentieth District. is the head 
of the St. Vincent De Paul Society in this 
city. Philimon Tecumseh Sherman, who 
Was appointed in the Twelfth District, is 
a son of the late Gen. Shermah and a mem- 
ber of Good Government Club D and of 
the Catholic Club. 

None of the new Inspectors was sworn in 
Yesterday. All will receive notices and will 
be sworn in as soon as they visit the May- 
ors office. It is not known whether all 
Who have been named will accept, but if 
there are any deciinations the Mayor says 
that he has a rese:ve list from which ap- 
Pointments can be made witnout delay. 

The Inspectors are appointed for one, 
two, three, four, ana five years in each 
district,*so that thirty-five will be appoint. 
ed in May of each year. 

The Inspectors succeed, under the new 
law, to all the duties of the Trustees, who 


Were legislated ott of office, ex . 
. appointment, transfer, promotion te dis: 
‘missal of teachers and janitors.’ The In- 
- ®Spectors are required to examine at least 
_ orice in every quarter al] the schools in 
. their respective districts, with reference to 
the punctual and regular attendance of «he 
pupils and teachers; the number, fidelity, 
and competency of the teachers; the studies 
and the -progress, order, and discipline of 
the pupils; the condition of the school- 
houses as to cleanliness, safety,. warming. 
Ventilation, and comfort for both teachers 
and pupils. They are also required to see 
that the law in respect to the teaching of 
sectarian doctrines or the use of sectarian 
_ books is not violated. It is made the duty 
of the Inspectors to call the attention of 
‘the Board of Education promptly to every 
matter requiring officia) action. They are 
So required, to make on or before the first 
lay of January, April, July, and October 
of each year a full report to the Board of 
Education in respect to the condition of 
the schools, the efficiency of the teachers, 
and the wants of their distr:cts, especially 
fn_regard to schools and school premises. 
Just before the adjournment of the Board 
of Education yesterday President Maclay 
announced that the list of new Inspectors 
had not been received from the Mayor. it 
Was decided, however, to place the lst of 
appointees on the minutes as a matter of 
record. The Committee on School Build- 
Ings was instructed to prepare ‘places for 
the meetings of the new Inspectors, which 
Youst be held by June 2.

ELEVATED CARS ON BRIDGE 





CHIEF ENGINEER MARTIN IN OP- 
POSITION TO THE SCHEME, 


Says Mr. Uhimann’s Plan Is Not Prac- 
ticable; that. Headway Could Not 
Be Maintained; that Lives Would 
Be Endangered by Loaded Trains 
Passing Across in Front of Each 
Other—Elevated Trains Carry but 
45 Per Cent. of Bridge Traflic, 


The Trustees of the New-York and Brook- 
lyn Bridge met yesterday and received 
Chiet Engineer Martin’s report on the ad- 
visability of the use of the bridge for éle- 


vated railroad purposes. The report was 
not in favor of the scheme, and, after it 
had been read, it was laid on the table 
without any. action béing taken, The re- 
port is as follows: 


7 

It will be seen upon consideration of this 
scheme that practically one-half of the proposed 
increased facilities of the bridge railway are to 
be turned over for the operation of the elevated 
railroad trains; although a careful examination 
indicates that less than 29 per cent. of the pas- 
sengers over the bridge raiitway are from or to 
the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, and a little over 
16 per cent. from or to the Kings County Elevated 
Railroad, leaving over 55 per cent. from and to 
the surface railways and the street itself. 

The elevated trains are to be interposed between 
the bridge trains, and will pass over the same 
tracks on the superstructure as will the bridge 
railroad trains. Regular headways cannot be 
observed on these railroads, varying, as they 
do, in some instances from forty seconds to 
three minutes and ten seconds. Any interruption 
would necessarily interfere with and obstruct 
the movement of the bridge railroad trains. 

In Mr. Uhlmann’s proposition, reference is 
made to five-car trains and to locomotives. Plat- 
forms and switches, particularly in New-York, 
are long enough only for four-car trains and 
one locomotive, Unless radical changes were 
made in the construction of these platforms 
and switches, elevated trains of more than four 
cars could not be run over the bridge railway. 

If the locomotive should be left in Brooklyn 
time would be required on arrival or departure 
from the Brooklyn station to detach or attach 
it, thereby causing increase in headway. If 
the locomotive is run with its train to New-York 
and back again, an additional work is imposed 
upon the tractive power without advantage. The 
selection of tracks for elevated railroadyg surface 
service would cause, unless a material change 
were made in the passenger platforms of the two 
stations, embarrassment thereon, resulting in de- 
lay and perhaps the injury of persons. 

At the Brooklyn station the incoming trains 
from the Kings County Elevated Railroad would 
cross the tracks of the outgoing trains on the 
Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, each train at times 
fully laden with passengers. And in New-York 
it would be necessary that the sandwiched tracks 
over the structure proper and into that station 
should also cross. These crossings may be made 
safely, but one train should come to a dead 
stop while the other is passing over. Such _cross- 
ings have been avoided in all consideration of 
pians for the improved facilities of the bridge, 
and it is more important on this railway than, 
Perhaps, on any other, that such crossings 
should not be permitted. 

The Trustees are now nearly at the consumma- 
tion of plans for doubling bridge railroad facili- 
ties, The adoption of this propesal would delay 
the realization of these plans without material 
‘benefit to more than one-half of the passengers 
now using the bridge railway, and seriously dis- 
criminating against the others. 

If the proposition outlined were put in opera- 
tion, the. facilities of the bridge railway would 
not be much greater than now. Therefore the 
improvement made and now nearly completed, 
costing large sums of moyey to the two cities, 
would be rendered ineffective. It is confessed 
that the locomotives are inadequate for the 
service, and, consequently, that grips may be ap- 
plied either one for each passenger car or a grip 
to the forward carof the train or to the locomotive. 
This provision is largely experimental. A _ grip 
of sufficient power to haul a four-car train and 
locomotive over the railway has not been de- 
signed or tested. The stress on the cable wouid 
be very great; whether the cable would resist 
these strains is a question. 

In conclusion, it is respectfully advised that 
this proposition to run trains over the bridge 
railway, from the two elevated railroads, be re- 
jected. If, as is doubtful in the minds of ex- 
perienced railroad .managers, that in the in- 
terests of these railways they should terminate 
at New-York, it will be far better that the tracks 
used by them should be entirely independent of 
the bridge system; either by the construction of 
a railway bridge proper, or by placing tracks 
on the present structure independent of the 
bridge railway tracks—the latter in the judg- 
ment of the engineers of the bridge being quite 
impracticable. 

The Babcock & Wilson Boiler Company 
of this city was awarded the contract of 


furnishing two boilers of 400 horse power 
at a cost of $4,300. The Walker Manufact- 
uring Company was awarded the contract 
for two generators at $15,849, and the 
Southworth Foundry and Machine Compa- 
ny got a contract for two 600 horse power 
engines at $16,400. The Pullman Palace Car 
Company received the contract for furnish- 
ing twenty cars, each to be 48 feet long, 
cae Ferrer with electric motors, at $3,200 
each. 

The decision pendered by Justice Clement 
of the Supreme Court regarding the use of 
the bridge plaza was read and referred to 
the counsel. 





AN UNOBSTRUCTED BRIDGE PLAZA. 


President Howell Now Agrees with 


Justice Clement. 


President Howell of the New-York and 
Brooklyn Bridge Trustees yesterday in 
speaking of Justice Clement’s decision, in 
which it is held that the surface railroad 
cars cannot use the bridge plaza, said: 


I think the Justice is perfectly right. He is an 
able lawyer, and I have no dcubt that his decis- 
ion in the matter is a correct one. I was in favor 
of some plan to assist the people in getting 
to the bridge easily, but I looked upon the reso- 
lution adopted Feb. 3 as a makeshift, although 
I voted for it as the best nroject then thought 
out. Since I have read the Judge’s opinion and 
have considered the matter in all its lights I 
have decided that he is right. The people who 
ave brought to the bridge by the surface rail- 
roads should have proper facilities for getting to 
the bridge station. For this reasoh the engineers, 
at my request, have prepared aj|plan for them 
to come down Liberty Street. Y'rhis plan has not 
yet been presented, and it is, of ‘course, for the 
Trustees tc determine whether or not they will 
accept it. It gives one track on Liberty Street, 


coming down, then turning around and coming 4} 


up close to the station. Thus they can go down, 
if they desire, to the ferry and come back on 
Fulton Street, which, in my judgment, is a 
proper way to solve this vexed problem. There 
will be no obstructions on the plaza. Vehicles 
coming over from New-York can follow up along- 
side of the track to Clinton Street or go up on 
Fulton Street. I think, in a word, this would 
be the proper thing to do.

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ANTHRACITE COAL MAY COST MOKE. 
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Probability of an Advance in Whole- 
sale Prices June 1. 


There is a probability that wholesale 
prices for anthracite coal will be advanced 
on the Ist of June, although some of the 
representatives of the New-York companies 
affect to believe that the market condi- 
tions are hardly such as to warrant any 
change from the present circular or list 
price, which is on the basis of $3.60 for 
broken, $3.85 for egg, $4 for stove, and 
3.75 per gross ton for chestnut, at the 
loading ports in New-Jersey. These were 
the prices which were made on the Ist of 
May by the Philadelphia and Reading Com- 
pany, and which have been acquiesced in 
by the other companies. They do not make 
price lists nowadays, for some reason, and 
these quotations represent what “is sup- 
posed to have ruled as a market price dur- 
ing May. They have not been realized 
as a matter of fact, and the only result of 
the making of this circular to date from 
May 1 was to secure orders at the price 
which prevailed during April. 

With the agitation of a further possible 
advance in the price for June deliveries 
there may be orders taken at the. May list 


sufficient to carry the producing companies 
during that month. 

There has been a reduction in the output 
this year as compared witn last, for the 
Same period of time, and this decreased 
output was necessary in order to maintain 
even the prices that are being realized. 
It is reported that in the first quarter of 
this year the output was 9,446,098 tons, a 
decrease of 637,7¥¥ tons as against the out- 
put for the same period of time last year. 
Prices actually realized are now much bet- 
ter than at this time in 1895, without re- 
gard to whether the list is being main- 
tained. It is probable that the betterment 
equals 10 per cent. in price realized by the 
wholesale producing interest. By a re- 
duction in the output of 6 per cent. this 
‘ firmness,” as the companies say, has 
been possible. 

The nominal price at retail is the same 
as last year, but at that time there was a 
wide divergence from the retailers’ list 
price, and most of the sales were made at 
no greater margin than exists at present. 
Even with the smaller tonnage produced 
thus far in 1896, there has not been any- 
thing like a demand equal. to the-supply, 
and some has gone into stock at the usual 
places of deposit both East and West. The 
sales at the eastward before the May ad- 
vance in prices were very large, and it 
is said that there is a vast amount due at 
the former price. It is a well-known fact 
in trade circles that orders on the books 
are ‘“‘good orders,” if the market price 
shows any disposition to advance, either 
naturally or by manipulation. They often- 
times are not ‘good orders” if there is 
any weakness in the market due to excess 
of product or the letting loose of tonnage 
by any one concern in the ring that wants 
to move its coal at the expense of the other 
parties in the same line of business. 

There is no scarcity of coal, and no one 
is suffering from an inability to secure a 
supply, and the story given out by some in- 
terested parties that it ‘*‘ will be impossible 
to get enough coal! from the mines between 
now and the time when the demand for 
coal becomes greatest to equal the consump- 
tion,”’ is an invention of the fertile imag- 
ination of certain of the gentlemen who 
would profit by such a condition of affairs. 

The latest issue of The Coal Trade Jour- 
nal says: . 

‘*In anthracite coal there is nothing of moment 
to report. The conditions continue much as they 
have during the past six or eight weeks, the 
miners are working on short time, and the out- 
put is‘at the rate of about 750,0U0 tons per week, 
but even with this there is sufficient coal to 
meet any and all requirements. In fact, so much 
so is this the case that a considerable proportion 
of the output is now going into stock at distant 
points, to be ready for the demand, which may 
ensue the Ist of July It is considered probable 
that, after the date mentioned, there will be 
sufficient demand for the coal to take a product 
of perhaps 1,000,000 tons per week in addition 
to taking up some of the stock. The companies 
appear to have the market well in. hand, and 
they are not attempting to increase transactions 
by any particular cutting of the price. There is 
some coal, of course, going on yearly contracts, 
or on orders taken prior to the last advance in 
the circuiar price as made on the Ist of May. 

‘*The probability of an advance in prices of 
anthracite for the lst of June has been referred 
to by the daily press. There may be such a 
scheme hatching in the minds of the managers 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Company to aid 
them in something which they may have in 
hand. There is not the remotest occasion for it 
in a business sense; it is folly to adopt a policy 
ef scaring customers into buying by the tnreac 
of advances. There comes a time when such 
threats have little value, because the market 
will not respond, and the price cannot be real- 
ized. The plan of getting in orders at the old 
price by advancing to a higher—on paper—can- 
not be worked continuously. The tonnage in the 
last half of the year can be placed at a fair 
price, but not an excessive one. There is not 
the slightest reason from a business point of 
view, for an advance in anthracité before the 
month of July.’’ 





ONE HUNDRED TALESMEN EXCUSED. 


Panel Exhausted Without Finding a 
Twelfth Juror for Mrs. Fleming. 


It is hoped that the twelfth juror will 
be found to-day in the trial of Mrs. Mary 
Alice Almont Livingston Fleming, who is 
aecused of having poisoned her mother, 
Mrs. Evalina M. Bliss. The entire day 
yesterday was conSumed in an attempt to 
get the one man necessary to fill the jury 
box. ; 

Mrs. Fleming seemed more cheerful than 
usual when taken into the courtroom from 
the Tombs, and chatted in an animated 
manner with her half-sister, Florence Bliss. 

Recorder Goff appeared in court shortly 
after 10 o’clock, and immediately the exam- 
ination of talesmen began. A new panel 
of 100 talesmen was on hand, and they 
were all questioned, but without result. 
Every man was either rejected for incom- 


petency or challenged peremptorily by the 
prosecution or defense. 

Juror No. 5, Edwin B. Holden, handed to 
Recorder Goff a letter which he had re- 
ceived from a Mrs. Van Deusen of Chatham,

The rooms at Mrs. Healy’s were e«sily 
rented, she sdys, for the first year of her 
tenancy, although when ghe renewed the 
lease for two years, in May, 1895, (she made 
it a condition with the agent of the property 
that hackmen who lined up against her curb 
when her boarders wished to sleep should 
be restrained in their hilarity. This an- 
noyance was lessened and Mrs. Jiealy says 
she kept her rooms occupied. In-Octeber 
last, when the electric and steam heating 
plant got into operation, her serious trou- 
bles began. Only a party wall separates 
her house from the machinery in Mr. 
Burns's Forty-fifth Street basement. Bus- 
iness is at its best in the restaurant after 
midnight. From that time until 4 or 5 
o’clock in the morning the plant is said to 
be run at high pressure. 

Mrs. Healy began to lose her boarders. 
Some of them complained that the noise 
from the engines was like that of swiftly 
moving steamer paddle wheels, as if riyer 
boats were in a race next door. Oth€rs 
thought a trip hammer must be at work 
against the wells. Mrs. Healy says there 
Was sometimes a whirring sound and some- 
times the machinery jarred the walls, rat- 
tled her back parlor windows, and shook 
the glass in a hall door. 

The back parlor, which had yielded $60 
@ month, became untenantable for lodgers, 
according to Mrs. Healy, and she had to 
turn it into a workroom for her dressmak- 
ing. Other rooms which she had furnished 
well. and for which boarders had paid 
good prices were also abandoned. She kept 
advertising them, and reduced her prices, 
but tenants would ‘not remain at any price, 
At one time in the _Winter. the housé, 
which she had formerly kept profitably, 
yYielded her only $3 a week. She got that 
rental for a room that had formerly 
brought $10 a week, and which had been 
regularly occupied at that price. Reduced 
to the necessity of drumming for transient 
lodgers at low rates, and robbed of her own 
rest by the nightly hammering of the 
motors on the other side of her wall, Mrs. 
Healy says he: nerves gave out. She was 
prostrated and under medical care. Then 
the grip seized her, and she was helpless 
for several weeks. 

She complained of the Burns motor to 
the agent for the house. Nothing came of 
it, and in January she sent word to him 
that she would not pay rent unless he tried 
to abate the nuisance. This step led to 
a complaint to the Board of Health. By 
this time a fresh annoyance had appeared 
by reason of the exhaust pipe in ‘the res- 
taurant roof, which spurted steam and hot 
water across her yard. A servant was 
sealded, she says. Then the accumulated 
aemaree froze and glazed the yard with 
ce. 

Mr. Burns fixed the exhaust pipe so that 
it ceased to empty itself over the yard, but 
Mrs. Healy says the pounding, whirring, 
and paddling of the engines continued. 

The Board of Health began its action in 
February. There have since been repeated 
visits to the engine room by health officers, 
engineers, electricians, and others, and sev- 
eral hearings in a police court. The result 
in the last respect was that Charles A. 
Hess, Mr. Burns’s attorney, elected to have 
the case carried to Special Sessions. In 
other respects, Mrs. Healy says, nothing 
has changed. There was talk of removing 
the engines to a basement under the Sixth 
Avenue restaurant, but it has not ad- 
vanced beyond vague promise. A small en- 
gine close to the party wall was stopped 
but, according to Mrs. Healy, the larger 
engine has since been required to do the 
work formerly done by two, and the noise 
is as bad as at any time. 

Despairing of relief by mild methods, last 
week application was made to Justice 
Pryor for an injunction which should stop 
the noise. Justice Pryor said he could not 
grant such an order on affidavits. He ap- 

inted Samuel B. Paul as referee, to 

ear testimony on the facts. Then Mrs. 
Healy brought suit for $10,000 damages 
against Mr. Burns. 

A man calling himself A. L. Gardiner 
called at Mrs. Healy’s for board last Thurs- 
day. He said he had a friend named Laird 
who would room wiih him. It was agreed 
that they should have the second-story 
front room, with board, for $20 a week. 
They paid one week’s board in advance. 








They said they were salesmen and would 
probably remain for several weeks. At 
breakfast Saturday Mrs. Healy spoke of 
the noise of the machinery the night _ be- 
fore. It had driven her irom her bed in 
the back parlor to the front parlor, she 
said, where she obtained fitful rest toward 
morning. When she asked her new board- 
ers, if they had been annoyed, Gardiner 
replied: 

“No; we go to bed to sleep. Why, Laird 
slept so soundly that I had to give him a 
good punching this morning to wake him 
for breakfast.”’ 

Mrs. Healy spoke of the annoyince and 
said jokingly that she could not permit her 
boarders to visit Burns’s, whereupon one 
of them asked, ‘“‘ Where is Burns's?’ 

They seemed interested in the story of 
the motor. When Mrs. Healy ;aid the extra 
illumination had been made to eclipse a 
rival, in the block below, kept by a man 
formerly in Mr. Burns's seryive, and added 
that friends of hers must patronize the 
rival, the new boarders joined in the spirit 
of table fun and said they would abide by 
that rule of the house. 

It was noticed that the new boarders were 
in the house early at night and about all 
day Sunday. On Monday they made ex- 
cuses for going away, and went, seeking 
no rebate on account of the broken weck. 
Mrs. Healy says she believes they were 
agents of Mr.. Burns, sent there to slecp 
through the noise and so testify, .and per- 
Laps also to obtain testimony bearing on 
the damages sustained by Mrs. Healy 
through loss of boarders or cut rates. 

When Mr. Burns was asked regarding 
these men he declined to acknowledge that 
they had been sent to Mrs. Healy’s to serve 
him. Speaking of the case otherwise, he 
said: “‘I don’t know what is expected of 
ime now, and why anybody complains, The 
first complaint was against the exhaust 
pipe. I remedied that trouble. The engines 
were going four months before there was 
any complaint. People who have been com- 
ing here every night didn’t know that I had 
an electric plant in the house until I in- 
formed them, long after complaint was 
made. I have done everything I could to 
prevent noise. Last Saturday and Sunday 
I had experts here all the time. There were 
six or eight of them. They did not find 
anything to constitute a nuisance. I do not 
wish to discuss the case, but I have com- 
plied with the law in every respect, and 
intend to do so. In regard to court and 
other legal proceedings, everything is left 
to my counsel.’’ 

Mrs. Healy said: “If Mr. Burns thinks 
he has abated the motor nuisance, I wish 
he could sit in my house and hear his 
machines under full power. About three 
weeks ago I sent a note to him about 2:30 
o'clock in the morning, asking him to come 
in. The noise was simply terrible. Word 
came back that he was not in. We have 
the noise nearly every night. Full power 
is not used until the theatre people ar- 
rive, but from about 11 o’clock until 4 or 5 
o’clock in the morning, it is enough to drive 
one distracted. Several men came hero 
Sunday to hear the noise. I would not 
admit them, because I have enough wit- 
nesses without them, and I feared that my 
lawyers would object to having Mr. Burns’s 
experts in the house. Besides, the ma- 
chines were not then noisy. But that night, 
when the experts had gone away, the 
terrible pounding began again. We have 
it every night in the hours of big busi- 
ness in the restaurant, and it lasts until 
nearly morning. I am sure I have not 
averaged three hours’ sleep a night in 
months.”’ 

Robert S. Rudd, Mrs. Healy’s attorney, 
said yesterday: 
worked for delay.. He will find our staying 
powers equal to his. That nuisance must 
be abated,”’

INSURANCE MEN OBJECT 





DO NOT WANT THE FORTY-SECOND 
STREET RESERVOIR REMOVED. 


The Board of Fire Underwriters Ap- 
points a Committee to Take Ac- 
tion in the Matter—New Officers 
of the Organization—Lloyds Com- 
panies That Have Not Paid Dues 
for the Fire Patrol to be Prose- 


cuted, 


The monthly meeting of the Board of 
Fire Underwriters, held yesterday in the 
Mutual Life Building, was both interesting 
and important, as new officers were in- 
Stalled, and the question of doing away 


with the Forty-second Street Reservoir and 
a plan to enforce payment of fire patrol 
dues from individual Lloyds subscribers 
were considered. Ie J 

The new officers were: 'President—Edward 
F, Beddall, Manager of ihe Royal Fire In- 
Surance Company, who succeeds Jchn H. 
Washburn, Vice President of the Home 
Fire Insurance Company; Vice President 
—J. Montgomery Hare; Secretary—Alfred 
M. Thorburn; Treasurer—Lindley Murray, 
Jr., re-elected. 

The question of doing away with the For- 
ty-second Street Reservoir was brought up 
for general discussion, and the consensus 
of ideas was that the insurance interests 
were very much disturbed at the prospect of 
the removal of the reservoir while the 
Waier supply is as at present. While there 
would be no objection to its suppression 
if there were mains adequate to ihe dis- 
tribution of the available water supply, it 
was said, the reservoir is regarded in the 
existing conditions as an important auxil- 
iary in emergencies, 

If it does not increase the “head” of 
water in time of need, the underwriters 
argued, it certainly holds it, and there are 
moments in fire peril when results would 
be obtained more quickly by os, its 
gates than p Be to the Central Park 
gates;. and, Sides, there is a feeling of 
safety in having a considerable amount of 
weet held in reserve in the centre of the 
city. 

It was considered prudent that nothing 
should be left undone in impressing the pub- 
lic that until the equivalent of the reservoir 
is furnished, it would be very unsafe to 
do away with it, and a special committee 
was appointed to consider the subject and 
take proper action. 

The question of the Lloyds insurance 
companies was brought up with the pres- 
| entation of the annual report of the Fi- 
nance Committee, and at its prompting, ac- 

tion was taken to compel the payment of 
| amounts due on the percentages out of 
which the Fire Patrol is supported. 

An underwriter, in explaining the ,situa- 
tion, said that any one acquainted with in- 
surance affairs knows that the city has 
been overrun by Lloyds companies. Some 
are stable and excellent concerns; Others 
are of the ‘“ wildcat” class, and evade 
payment of losses.and dues of every sort. 
The Board of Underwriters endeavored to 
tax all Lloyds for the support of the Pa- 
trol, and some responded to the request 
for en accounting of premiums received, 
while many ignored it. Civil suits were 
instituted and won, but the judgments were 
not satisfied. Now the underwriters are 
determined in cases where the companies 
fail to settle to prcesecute the individual 
subscribers, the right of the Board of Fire 
Underwriters to collect the tax for the 
Fire Patrol having been determined by the 
Appellate Court. 

Of Lioyds companies which existed and 
of which now no irace can be found, and 
whose indebtedness is fiom 25 cents to 
$100, are the following: Atlas, Buffalo, Ful- 
ton, Centurv.- Centennial, Capital, General, 
Jefferson, -Liberty,- Merchants’ Underwrit- 
ers, Monarch, Niagara, Provincial, and 
Waldorf. way ti : 

Collectors” returns recite that from the 
following no paymenis have been received:

There “are, besides, the Insurers’ Lloyds, 
| which has failed to pay a judgment of

which there is a judgment of 211.70. The 
} Empire State owes $122.50 and the Metro- 
politan Lloyds $483.52.. In all such cases 
demurrers were overruled and judgment 
was ordered for the plaintiff, the New- 
York Board of Fire Underwriters. 

Suit has also been brought against Whip- 
ple & Co. for failing to make premium re- 
turns, as provided by law, for the Bankers 
and Mechants’, New-York and Chicago, 
and South and Worth American Lloyds. 

Each pending fease will be pushed, and 
the individual subscribers in cases of de- 
fault will be sought out and sued.

DR: DP’ HOMERGUE SLAPPED HIS WIFE 


She Had Him Arrested—Hearts and 
Mahatmas to Blame. 


Dr. Louis C. d’'Homergue, one of the best- 
known veterans in Brooklyn, a clerk in the 
Health Office of that city, has been sum- 
moned to appear before Justice Walsh in 
the Adams Street Court this morning, to 
answer a charge of assault made against 
him by his wife, Inez. In stating his side 
of the story yesterday, Dr. d’Homergue 
said: 


J am sorry as much for her sake as my own. 
You see, there is the annoying publicity that wil) 
come to us, and really it seems too slight a 
matter to make public. This trouble arose out 
of a little quarrel over a game of cards, and it 
came up in the simplest way imaginable. Two 
ladies who live on the same floor with us were 
in our rooms last night. One of them is very 
much interested in theosophy and other occult 
sciences, and naturally the*conversation drifted 
in that direction. We had a planchette board, 
and the three women were using it with more or 
less success. I proposed a game of cards, and 
the planchette board was put away. We played 
hearts, but the subject of mahatmas and astral 
projection was not dropped. You know how 
people will talk over a game, and we were play- 
ing hearts, where conversation is allowable. I 
will admit that I don’t take much stock in the- 
osophy, and maybe I was a little cruel in my 
jocular remarks about occultism in general. At 
all events, my wife became angry. She said: 

‘“‘ Doctor, if you don’t keep still about that 
I'll leave the game.’’ 

I didn’t know that she was really in earnest, 
and I kept on talking. Suddenly Mrs, d’Ho- 
mergue got, up, and, taking another pack of 
eards and her dressmaker’s cutting board, went 
into the next room. There she sat playing soli- 
taire in the dark, I tried to maintain an air of 
cheerfulness, and we played three-handed hearts 
for a while. But a frost had naturally fallen 
on the party, and soon our two callers withdrew. 
After they left I went into the next room and 
told my wife that she was silly for making 
such a display of temper in the presence of 
strangers. She retorted by calling me an awful 
name. Then I slapped her lightly on the cheek. 
That started her off. She broke the cutting 
board over my head and threatened to throw me 
out of the window.

BANKS AND THE HARPER ESTATE. 





Payment from Trust Fund for Mort- 
gages by Fletcher Harper Heirs. 


Justice Beekman of the Supreme Court 
yesterday handed down a decision con- 
cerning the estate of Fletcher Harper, the 
publisher, who died in 1877. The parties 
interested in the decision are Mrs. Ellen J. 
H. Haight and William D. Harper, brother 
of Mrs. Haight, who are grandchildren of 
Mr. Harper. 

Fletcher Harper left a wife, Jane Free- 
love Harper; two children, and _ five 
grandchildren. The widow was to have the 
family residence in this city during her life 
and another residence at Irvington-on-Hud- 
son. This real estate, it was directed, 
should be sold after her death, and the 
proceeds divided between Mrs. Haight and 
William D. Harper. The widow died April 
17, 1895, and the principal of a trust fund 
of $100,000 was then divided among the 
five grandchildren. Releases were procured 
from Mrs. Haight and William D. Harper, 
who elected to take their interest in the 
realty during the lifetime of their grand- 
mother, instead of after her death. To 
secure loans they mortgaged their interests 


in this real estate, giving as collateral 
their share in the $100,000 trust fund referred 
to. The Chatham National Bank and the 
First National Bank of Plaintield, N. J.. 
nold the mortgages against Mrs. Haight 
and William bD. Harper. 

The decision states that the grandchildren 
had the right to mortgage their interests in 
the property before the death of Mrs. 
Fletcher Harper, and the right to elect to 
take the reul estate instead of the pro- 
ceeds after Mrs. Harper’s death. The 
power to sell given to the executors under 
the will cannot be exercised. The mort- 
gages held by the banks named are valid 
liens on the property, and these banks are 
entitled to be paid out-of Mrs. Haight’s 
and William D.. Harper’s interest in* the 
trust fund.

“The August Board” Does Not Bother 
Him or ‘His Parade. 


Commissioner Waring of the Street Clean- 
ing Department was asked yesterday what 
he thought of the refusal of the Board of 
Aldermen to grant permission for the erec- 
tion of a street stand for reviewing the 
public parade of the employes of the de- 
partment next Tuesday. 

“The parade,”’ he said, ‘‘ will take place, 
and there will be a reviewing point some- 
where. I think I can say that the Mayor 
will review the parade. 

“The line of march has been changed. 
The men will form above Sixty-first Street 
and the parade will be to Fifth Avenue, to 
West Twenty-sixth Street, to Madison Ave- 
nue, to Thirty-fourth Street, and dismiss. 
The change is made to avoid crossing the 
cable railroads at points where the cars 
go at full speed around curves. The men 
eould not readily break ranks and reform ai 
the crossings.’’ 

Commissioner Waring said that the re- 
fusal of the Board of Aldermen to grant 
him a favor was, to his mind, a proof that 
he was not in favor with the politicians who 
control the majority who voted at Tues- 
day’s meeting of the Aldermen, He could 
get along, he thought, without the aid of 
what he called ‘‘ the august board.” 





Boys Thieves, and Proud of It. 


Four boys who boasted that they were thieves 
and intended to be thieves in order to make 
their living easily, were held by City Magistrate 
Ventworth, in the Essex Market Police Court, 
yesterday morning for examination on charges of 
robbery.

THE CORNERSTONE OF SHEARITH 
ISRAEL’S NEW TEMPLE LAID. 


Addresses by the Rev. Dr, H. Pereira 
Mendes and the Rev. Dr. S. Morais 
of Philadelphia—The Congrega- 
tion Is the Second Oldest Reliz- 
ious Society in New-York—Tribu- 
lations During the Revolution— 
Had to Fiee from the British. 


The Congregation Shearith Israel laid the 
cornerstone of its sixth. place of worship 
in this city yesterday, and at the same 
time dedicated its new site at Seventieth 
Street and Central Park West. A’ tent had 
been put -up at the corner and within, near 
where the cornerstone was to be laid, a 
platform -had been raised, on which were 
seated the visiting clergymen cnd the offi- 
cers of the congregation. Among them 
were the Rev. Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, Min- 
ister of the congregation; the Rev. Abra- 
ham H. Nieto, assistant minister; the Rev. 
Meldola de Sola of the Congregation Shea- 
rith Israel of Montreal; the Rev. Dr. S. 
Morais of the Congregation Mikve Israel of 


‘Philadelphia, L. Napoleon Levy, Lewis Hy- 


man, J. Edgar Phillips, Elmer Hendéricks, 
Joseph Blumenthal, David De Meza, Henry 
Belais, Adolphus §. Solomons, Frederick 
Nathan, Julius J. Lyons, William Salomon, 
N, Taylor Phillips, Mitchell A. C. Levy, 
and Levi J. Iseacs. 

The seats under the tent ‘vere filled 
with men and women of the congregation 
and people were standing in every available 
place. At the rear an organ had been 
placed and near by was the special choir cf 
eighteen male voices, led by Leon Kramer, 
hidden behind palms.

The service began with a dedication biess- 
ing by Dr. Mendes, and the singing of the 
psalm “I rejoiced.”” Rev. Meldola ce Sola 
offered the prayer. 

The first address of the afternoon was 
by the Rev. Dr. S. Morais of Congregation 
Mikne Israel of Philadelphia. The connec- 
tion between this congregation and that 
of Dr. Mendes has always been very close. 
At the time of the Revolution, when New- 
York was under Tory control, the American 
Jews who had cast their fortune with the 
Revolutionary Party found that it was in 
possible for them to worship in New-York, 
and the congregation moved bodily to Phil- 
adelphia and joined with Congregation 
Mikne Israel, and for some years both 
congregations worshipped together under 
the New-York minister. 

At the close of Dr. Morais’s address, 
Lewis Hyman, Vice President of the con- 
gregation, presented the silver trowel with 
which the cornerstone was to be laid to 
L. Napoleon Levy, the President of the 
congregation. Mr. Levy stepped forward 
and took the trowel. On the table before 
hin lay a copper box, which was to be 
placed in the cornerstone. Mr. Levy then 
read the list of articles in the box. They 
included earth from Jerusalem,, a copper 
plate on which was engraved an announce- 
ment of the ceremony.that. was taking 
place, a sketch of the history of the 
church, and the constitution and by-laws 
of the congregation, written on parchment; 
lists of National, State, and City Govern- 
ment officers; copies of the Hebrew Bible 
and daily -prayers, a Jewish calendar, 
Jewish and English newspapers of yester- 
day, and American coins of all denomina- 
tions. 

When Mr. Levy had finished the reading 
of this list, part of the canvas wall of the 
tent was pulled away, leaving an opening 
at the place where the granite biock was 
to be laid. The stone was slowly lowered 
in place, while Mr. Levy, using the silver 
trowel, placed the mortar around it. 

The chwir sang the psalm, ‘ Ascribe 
unto the Lord,” and the Rev. Abraham H. 
Nieto, Assistant Hazan of the congrega- 
tion, chanted in Hebrew the Scripture 
verses appropriate to the ceremony. 

The final address was made by Dr. 
Mendes, who began by referring to the 
history of the congregation. Time had 
forced them, he said, to build a synagogue 
where, when the congregation was first 
organized, the foot of man had, perhaps, 
never been placed. 

Dr. Mendes, in his address, prophesied 
that in time the Jewish religion, the wor- 
ship of one God, would yet become the 
religion of the world. The Jews, he said, 
were the deathless natidn, and their re- 
ligion would yet be universal. 

The Congregation Shearith Israel is the 
oldest Jewish congregation in this country 
and is the second oldest religious body of 
any faith in this city. Its foundation was 
preceded in New-York gnly by the organi- 
zation of a Dutch Reformed Church. The, 
congregation was founded in the early part 
of the seventeenth century, and worshipped 
for a number of years at the houses of its 
various members. The ffirst permanent 
lace of worship was on Mill Street, now 

nown as South William Street, where 
the congregation had a synagogue in 1682. 
Interesting reminders of this early history 
of the congregation are the millstones of 
the first gristmill in New-York City, sit- 
uated on Mill Street. These stones have 
been carried with the congregation in its 
various changes of places of worship. They 
are now at the synagogue, which Shearith 
Israel still occupies at Fifth Avenue and 
Nineteenth Street, but will be moved and 
placed in the vestibule of the new place 
of worship. : 

The synagogue was moved from its Mill 
Street location to Crosby Street, where it 
was for many years. Its next change 
was to the building which it now occupies 
at Fifth Avenue and Nineteenth Street. 

The building the cornerstone of which 
was laid yesterday, will, it. is hoped, be 
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ready for occupancy in a‘few months. It 
is to be of Greek architecture, and will be 
one of the handsomest places of worship in 
the city. 


MR. COMSTOCK MOVED BY FORCE. 





Angered Magistrate Mott by Differing 
with Recorder Goff’s Ruling. 


Anthony Comstock and Magistrate Mott 
had an argument in Jefferson Market 
Court yesterday when Central Office de- 
tectives arraigned Willham Clinton of 338 
Eighth Avenue on a charge tnat he was 
maintaining a policy game at that address. 

The detectives told Magistrate Mott that 
they called at the place yesterday and were 
admitted by Clinton. When Clinton recog- 
nized them he tried to put them out. They 
arrested him and secured many implements 
used in policy writing. Magistrate Mott 
said that under the recent ruling of Re- 
corder Goff, this evidence was not suffi- 
cient, as the Recorder ruled that the pris- 
oner must be caught in the act of using 
the implements. 

Anthony Comstock was present for the 
purpose of securing some warrants, and he 
asked that he be allowed to testify as an 
expert witness. He told Magistrate Mott 
that under a ruling of the Court of Appeals 
in. the case of Fmerson, it had been de- 
cided that, by Section 344 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, any incriminating papers 
found in the rmom of a person made that 
person amenable to the law. 

‘Under the ruling of Recorder Goff,” 
said Magistrate Mott, ‘‘ such evidence can- 
not be admitted.’”’ 

“T am talking about the Court of Ap- 
peals decision,” said Mr. Comstock. 

‘“*J] don’t care,’’ shouted the Magistrate, 
“tT am talking about Recorder Goff’s de- 
cision.”’ 

“T am an expert witness, and I ought to 
know what I am talking about,” said Mr. 
Comstock. 7 

‘You step aside!’ shouted Magistrate 
Mott. ‘“‘ You don’t conduct yourself prop- 
erly when you come here.” 

Mr. Comstock tried to repeat the decis- 
ion, paying no attention to what the Mag- 
istrate said about his leaving the bridge. 
This thoroughly angered Magistrate Mott, 
and he ordered Mr. Comstock again to go 
away. 

Mr. Comstock again refused to go, and, 
on the Magistrate’s order, a policeman 
pushed him from in front of the bench. 

Magistrate Mott then adjourned the hear- 
ing of the case until to-morrow. 


MAY ACCEPT PRINCETON’S OFFER. 





Meeting of the New-Jersey Historical 
Society Yesterday. 


PRINCETON, N. J., May 20. The regular 
annual meeting of the New-Jersey Historical 
Society was held at Princeton to-day. On 
their arrival at Princeton this morning 
the members of the society were taken to 
the Trustees’ Room in the Chancellor Green 
Library, where an address of welcome was 
delivered by President Patton. A_ busi- 
ness meeting was then held, and reports 
were heard from the Committe on Legis- 
lation and the special committee appointed 
to investigate the work of the Jersey 
City Public Library. Prof. Ernest C. Rich- 
ardson, Librarian of Princeton, University, 
read a poner on the subject, ‘‘ The Duties 
of Local Libraries to Local History,’’ which 
was given close attention by the members 
present.

CHIEF ENGINEER BUCK SUBMITS 
PLANS TO THE COMMISSION, 


Profile Showing Grades Required to 
Reach Different Points in Brook<* 
lyn, Lot Lines and Assessed Val- 
uation of Property Also Presented 
—Grades on the Bridge Considered 


~—Still Boring tor Foundation 


Along the River Front. 


The Commissioners of the new East River 
Bridge met in their rooms on Chambers 
Street yesterday afternoon. Chief Engineer 
L. L. Buck presented a report which was 
as follows: : 


I submit Plan No. 27, a general plan and eleva- 
tion showing the approaches to the bridge, the 
land necessary to be taken therefor, the height 
and all other particulars relating to the bridge, 
including piers and abutments for filing, in ac- 
cordance with the law creating the commission. 
Detailed plans are already prepared, and have 
beth submitted for the foundations for the New- 
York tower: As soon as the general plan is 
adopted, work on the remaining detail plans can 
be pushed forward rapidly. 

I also submit Diagram No. 28, a profile showing 
the grades required to reach different points in 
Brooklyn, and Map No. 25, showing the lot 
lines and assessed valuation of property in the 
Thirteenth Ward of Brooklyn, according to the 
assessment roll of 1895. 

As shown in No. 28, for a line ending at Bed- 
ford Avenue, a grade of over four degrees would 
be necéssary. In my opinion, a grade of more 
than three degrees would be dangerous. In time 
of fog, when the rails are wet, it would be al- 
most certain to cause serious collision. To be 
sure, a height of 117 fees at the towers, and of 
135 feet for the middle 400 feet of the span pro- 
duces at minimum temperature a grade down to 
the towers of something over three degrees. This 
is due to the requirements of the United States 
Government, and cannot be avoided without in- 
creasing the height of the towers. But, at the 
same time, the main span is not the danger point, 
as trains there are expected to be moving right 
along. AS you approach.the terminals the case is 
different. Cars are expected to stop at the ter- 
minals long enough to let passengers off and on. 
Hence the danger. 

The conditions on the bridge are entirely dif- 
ferent from those on the ground, where the, 
grades have to conform to the surface of the 
street, whatever it may be. In such cases, cars 
are either running under long headway, or, if 
massed closely together, are moved slowly. Right 
on the bridge the intention is to move large num- 
bers of passengers at all times. 

The extra cost due to increased length of ap- 
proaches does not apply in Brooklyn nearly’ to 
the extent that it would in New-York, where 
there appears to be no question. It is proposed 
to have a 8 per cent. grade in New-York, and to 
take property enough for that purpose. I do 
not think that New-York and Brooklyn would 
wish to have the bridge ruined for practical 
purposes for the sake of having the bridge land 
at any particular point. In reality, the benefit 
accruing from a landing at Bedford Avenue is 
questionable. A 3 per cent. grade would land 
the bridge not far from Bedford Avenue, and 
there would necessarily be a large opening in 
the blocks about that street, thus avoiding all 
congestion. Such an arrangement would be bette 
for all concerned. It must be remembered that 
the building of this bridge will in any event 
revolutionize the whole Eastern District of 
Brooklyn. It will change the lines of travel in 
different directions, and those coming in from 
Greenpoint can easily change their route to adapt 
themselves to the changed conditions, and will 
do so if required. 

It should be remembered also as regards com- 
mon road traffic that any grade exceeding 3 per 
cent. for nearly half a mile would result in keep- 
ing a large portion of the heavy traffic off the 
bridge. 


Chief Engineer Buck also reported on 
borings, as follows: 

‘The contractors for the borings lost their steel 
bit in Hole C, the third from Pier 56 East River, 
and spent three or four days in trying to recover 
it without success. They abandoned the hole 
Monday and started a new one, in which the pipe 
had reached a point fifty feet below high water 
mark at noon yesterday. The four-inch pipe in 
the hole in the slip was bent early last week and 
abandoned for this cause. A six-inch pipe has 
been driven near it, and the contractors are now 
placing diamond drill rods in this hole, and ex- 
pect to start the diamond drill without delay. 
Drilling will begin at a depth of. about, sixty 
feet below high water, or about the same level 
at which the diamond drill was started in Hole B. 


The Commissioners resolved to place the 
report on file, and instruct the engineex 
to make a revised and more detailed report, 
to be presented at the next regular meet~ 
ing of the Commissioners, or as soon as the 
work can be submitted. i 





BROOKLYN ESTIMATES REDUCED. 


Nothing for New School, Engine, er 
Station Houses in 1897. 


The Brooklyn Board of Estimate yester-: 
day considered some of the estimates made 
by thé heads of the various city depart~ 
ments for the year 1897. The pruning knife 
was used in order to bring down tha 
amounts to somewhere near the figures, 
that the board must work on in making up 
the budget for the coming year. : 

By one cut $2,000,000 was saved to the, 
budget. This was done by the adoption of: 
a resolution offered by President Clark of; 
the Board of Aldermen, to the effect that 
all requisitions for new school houses, en- 
gine houses, and station houses be disal- 
lowed, and that the next Legislature be 
requested to confer authority upon the city, 
to issue bonds for the amount required for 
these purposes, ‘ 

The requisition of Police Commissioner 
Welles was cut $332,750, leaving the esti-' 
mate at $2,302,200. This will interfere withi 
Mr. Welles’s plan for increasing the force. 

The Board of Estimate must cut down 
the requisitions to $12,625,000.42. The fig- 
ures given by the heads of departments ag- 
gregate nearly $4,000,000 more than the 
board can allow and keep within the law. 





To Remodel Yorkville Court House. 


The Board of City Magistrates is considering a 
plan to remodel the Yorkville Court House, 151 
East Fifty-seventh Sireet. The buiiding was 
erected on the model of the Bow Street Police 
Court in London after plans made by John W. 
Rich, a New-York architect, who went to Lon- 
don for that purpose in 1862. Only about one- 
third of the room in the building is in use. 
There is a large ‘‘ private examination room,’’ 
used only for the storage of affidavit blanks, and 
an anteroom adjoining the courtroom, which is 
not used. ‘The hallways are much larger than 
necessary.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, May 20.—The Hessian fiy was the 
topic on the Board of Trade floor to-day, and in- 
cidentally in caused prices to advance moder- 
ately. Reports from different States, principally 
Indiana and Michigan, to the effect that this in- 
sect was working havoc with wheat, were nu- 
merous and were exploited industriously by in- 
terested parties. ‘‘ Shorts’? are now proceeding 
with great caution, recent declines having 
placed prices on such a low level that discretion 
is deemed proper, and the stories circulated to- 
day induced them to cover with unanimity. It 
was quite noticeable, however, that the propor- 
tion of investment buying Was small, leading to 
the supposition that the bulls are lacking in con- 
fidence and courage. The start was rather a 
weak one, predictions of showers for the entire 
Western country having a discouraging influ- 
ence, and it was some time after the opening 
before the firmness referred to became at all 
pronounced. Receipts at Chicago were 11 cars, 
and 63,404 bushels were withdrawn from store. 
The Northwest had 238 cars, against 362 last 
Wednesday, and 178 a year ago. Liverpool cables 
quoted a steady market at 4d decline. Export 
clearances were Hght at 116,398 bushels. Clos- 
ing Berlin and Paris cables were higher. Ant- 
werp was unchanged. July wheat opened from 
61%@61%c, sold between 61% and 62%@63%c, 
closing at 62@624.@%@%e higher than = yes- 
terday. Cash wheat was firm and 4c per bushel 
higher. Receipts at principal Western points, 
848,814 bushels; shipments, 256,640 bushels. 
ceipts at Eastern points, 687,214 bushels; ship- 
ments, 54,015 bushels. 

CORN—Acted with its customary regard for the 
tone and feeling of wheat. Sympathy with that 
grain was the sole influence at work in the mar- 
ket. The movement was slow and lifeless. It is 
not believed that corn will display much if any 
independence of action until the new crop be- 
comes a matter of concert, which it is not at 
present. The amount of business transacted to- 
day was neither greater nor less than the aver- 
age, and the session was ordinary in every re- 
spect. Receipts were 151 cars, and 387,835 bush- 
els were withdrawn from store. Liverpool cables 
were quiet. Export clearances amounted to 
256,938 bushels. July corn opened at 2914c, sold 
at 29%c, closing at the latter, a shade over yes- 
terday. Cash corn was steady to firm, prices in 
some cases being fractionally higher. Receipts 
at principal Western points were 309,893 bushels; 
shipments, 410,852 bushels. Receipts at Eastern 
points, 140.582 bushels. 

OATS—Derived encouragement from the better 
tone of wheat, but trade was too small to at- 
tract any attention or arouse any interest.

Newport, R. I., May 20.—Newport's tax 
for the year has been assessed, and those 
intrusted with the work have made their 
report.
